Be it remembered that on the 14th day of December, 1978, His 
Excellency, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of Alabama, issued 
his proclamation convening the Legislature in extra session in words and 
figures as follows, to-wit: 


STATE OF ALABAMA 
PROCLAMATION 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Unemployment Compensation Amendments of 1976 
(P.L. 95-566), enacted by the Congress of the United States, mandated 
certain amendments to be made to the unemployment compensation 
statutes of the various states, including Alabama; and 


WHEREAS, the said P. L. 94-566 requires that these amendments 
be made effective January 1, 1978, in order to be in compliance with 
the Federal law, and thereby allowing the employers and employees in 
the State of Alabama to continue receiving the benefits under the Federal 
legislation; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Department of Labor has provided the 
State of Alabama with its written authority to continue our State 
qualification under a temporary deferral, provided the Legislature 
enacts the Federally-mandated amendments early in January, 1978, by 
legislation which is retroactive to January 1, 1978; and 


WHEREAS, there exists an extraordinary situation in the State of 
Alabama which demands the convening of the Legislature of Alabama 
in extraordinary session, as prescribed by Article 5, Section 122, of the 
Constitution of Alabama, 1901: 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, George C. Wallace, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby proclaim and direct that the Legislature of the 
State of Alabama convene in extraordinary session at the seat of Gov- 
ernment in Montgomery, Alabama, at four o’clock p.m. on the 3rd day 
of January, 1978, and I do designate the following subject and matter to 
be considered and acted upon by said Legislature in extraordinary ses- 
sion assembled: 
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1. Legislation to amend the Alabama Unemployment Compensation 
Act so as to expand coverage to employees of the State and its instru- 
mentalities and to provide financing for the benefit costs for such em- 
ployees; to extend coverage to employees of political subdivisions of this 
State, certain agricultural and domestic employers amd public and non- 
profit primary and secondary schools; to accelerate tlhe recovery of the 
Trust Fund to a more solvent condition by increasing the employers’ 
rate of contribution by one-half percent (but not above the present 4.0% 
maximum rate) and to increase the taxable wage base from the current 
$4,800 and the federally required $6,000 to $6,600; to require the ex- 
penditure of monies from the various funds, departments and agencies 
of the State and its various political subdivisions and to make an ap- 
propriation from the Special Educational Trust Fund for benefit costs 
to local school systems, and to give the Act retroactive effect. 


And to otherwise meet the requirements of the Unemployment 
Compensation Amendments of 1976, passed by the Congress of the 
United States, being P.L. 94-566. 


IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand as Governor 
of the State of Alabama and caused the Great Seal to be affixed, and 
have caused this proclamation to be attested by the Secretary of State, 
at the Capitol, in the City of Montgomery, on this the 14th day of De- 


cember, 1977.

If any part of the resolution is declared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part which re- 
mains.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 


To the House of Representatives

Ladies and Gentlemen of the House: 
I herewith transmit to you a Message from the Governor. 
Respectfully Submitted, 
HENRY B. STEAGALL, II 
Executive Secretary. 
DONE THIS 3rd DAY OF JANUARY 1978. 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the House: 


I have called you into extraordinary session today so that you may 
consider and pass unemployment compensation legislation to bring the 
State of Alabama into compliance with changes in Federal law. 


It is imperative that we pass the Sireacag 4 legislation as soon as 
possible and it is my opinion that the bill can be passed in a five day 
session. This will result in having the bill considered and enacted into 
law prior to the convening of the regular session on January 10th: it 
will also mean that the legislation can become law as soon as possible 
after January lst, the effective date of the Federal legislation. 


Based on an opinion of the Attorney General of Alabama and com- 
munications from the Secretary of Labor, I am convinced that the legis- 
lation can be made retroactive to January 1st; however, it is urgent 
that such passage be completed as soon as possible. 


The failure of your body to enact all of the required provisions of 
the Federal law and to implement these provisions effective January 1, 
1978, will result in the denial of offset credit that has heretofore been 
available to Alabama employers. This would amount to approximately 
$160,000,000 annually. Neither the Secretary of Labor nor the Secretary 
of the Treasury have any discretion in this matter since the sanctions 
are quite clearly spelled out in Federal law. 


In addition, Alabama would become ineligible for Federal grants for 
the administration of the Unemployment Insurance Program and certain 
portions of the employment service operation amounting to some two 
gar dollars per month. These funds will be withheld until the law is 
enacted. 


Alabama’s working people and employers will be adversely af- 
fected in other significant ways should we for any reason fail to provide 
this much needed legislation early in January. 
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As you know, this legislation was introduced in the 1977 regular 
session but died in conference committee on the last night of the session. 
It was again presented in the special session but failed to pass. 


I know that you, as members of the Legislature, join me in ex- 
pressing appreciation to those who have worked long hours to bring 
about a near total agreement in this matter. Should here be suggested 
changes or amendments, I hope that you would deal with them as 
expeditiously as possible and, in any event, within the minimum of five 
legislative days. I do know that a sincere effort has been made to reach 
agreement on such issues as support personnel for schools and while 
everyone involved may not be in total agreement, I do feel that for all 
practical purposes this matter has been resolved. 


I appreciate your willingness to meet and work on this matter prior 
to the regular session and I again urge you to consider this legislation 
promptly.

WHEREAS, Billy Thetford, after leaving the Navy as a lieutenant 
commander, resumed and continued the practice of law until 1950 ai 
which time he was elected Montgomery County Solicitor; he ran un- 
opposed for two additional consecutive terms and it was during his 
tenure as County Solicitor that he became a prominent figure in court 
actions concerning the now historical 1955 Montgomery bus boycott, 
and in prosecutions of both Dr. Martin Luther King and his follower:

The Governor shall 
serve as chairman of the committee and the vice chairman shall be 
elected from among the members. The members shall serve without 
salary; provided, however, actual and necessary expenses incurred by 
the committee, including per diem if applicable, shall be paid from funds 
appropriated to the use of the legislature. 


The chairman of the committee, or in his absence the vice chairman, 
shall set the schedule and program for committee work. The committee’s 
power shall include, but not be limited to: conducting hearings, examin- 
ing witnesses under oath, issuing subpoenaes duces tecum and investi- 
gating those authorities or corporations reasonably necessary to conduct 
the committee’s business and expedite its work. The chairman may 
employ such clerical, legal, technical and expert assistance as the com- 
mittee may find necessary in performing its duties. 
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BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the committee shall report its 
findings to the legislature no later than the fifteenth day of the regular 
pen of 1978 whereupon the committee shall stand discharged and 
dissolved.

H, J. R. 22, CREATING A SELECT JOINT INTERIM COMMITTEE 
TO CONDUCT AN IN-DEPTH STUDY OF THE SOCIAL SYSTEM 
AS RECENTLY RESTRUCTURED BY LAW. 


WHEREAS, recent legislation enacted by Congress drastically re- 
structed the Social Security System and employees of the State of 
Alabama are faced with the biggest single tax increase in history as is 
the State of Alabama which is required to match employee contribu- 
tions in many cases increasing from $965 a year apiece to $3.046 by 1987; 
and 


WHEREAS, neither members of Congress, nor some six million 
federal, state and local government employees, including employees of 
Health, Education and Welfare who are responsible for administering the

BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr, Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 119. This bill provides in addition to benefits now received a 
cost-of-living increase of forty dollars ($40.00) per month to all persons 
retired under the Teacher’s Retirement System of Alabama prior to 
October 1, 1977. 


H. 54. To provide that the Department of Public Safety shall pro- 
vide and maintain a minimum of two personnel to protect the person 
of any former governor who while in office sustained bodily injury 
from any violent criminal act. 


H. 170. To make further appropriations of State Funds for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. 


H. 171. To provide salary increases for certain State Employees 
and to appropriate funds therefor. 


H. 129. To amend Section 29-4-44 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
relating to administrative assistants for the presiding officers of each 
house. 


H. 131. To require all of the right, title and interest of the State 
of Alabama in and to the real property acquired by and in the name 
of the State of Alabama for the use and benefit of the state educational 
institution formerly known as Jacksonville State College at Jacksonville, 
Alabama, is hereby conveyed to and vested in Jacksonville State Uni- 
versity, the body corporate created by Act No. 239, Regular Session 
1967, approved August 16, 1967. 


H. 120. To exempt the United Cerebral Palsy Developmental Center 
of East Central Alabama from the payment of all state, county and 
municipal sales and use taxes. 
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H. 132. Relating to the 7th Judicial Circuit; providing for a new 
part-time assistant district attorney, and authorizing the compensation 
for said position. 


H. 87. To increase the probate judges’ fee for issuing motor vehicle 
licenses. 


H. 182. To provide state employees with paid leave for certain 
time spent in olympic competition. 


H. 217. To amend further section 12-19-210, Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, which relates to jurors’ expense allowances, so as to provide 
that such allowances shall be payable from the state treasury, and to 
make the act retroactive. 


H. 147. To amend Section 2 of Act 281, H. 295, Special Session, 
1966 (Title 52, Section 622(5)), which is the Alabama Educational 
Benefits for Dependents of Blind Parents Act, so as to increase the 
amount of family income allowed in a family where the head of the 
household is blind for dependents to be eligible for educational benefits 
at institutions of higher learning. 


H. 148. To amend Act No. 760, H. 176, Regular Session 1967, which 
Act provided for a supplemental appropriation of $100.00 from the 
Special Education Trust Fund for each American Legion and American 
Legion Auxiliary scholarship awarded; in order to extend the number 
of such scholarships, 


H. 149. To exempt the South Alabama State Fair Association, a 
non-profit corporation, from the payment of all state, county, and 
municipal sales taxes levied upon admission tickets sold by the Asso- 
ciation for its South Alabama State Fair. 


H. 241. To regulate certain marine dealership practices in the State 
of Alabama. 


H. 269. Relating to the eradication and control of swine diseases: 
to make an appropriation to the department of agriculture and industries 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1979, to indemnify owners of 
swine for the value of any swine ordered condemned and destroyed 
for the prevention and eradication of the disease of hog cholera, African 
swine fever and other swine diseases. 


H. 80. To authorize motor vehicle franchisors with the power to 
indemnify their motor vehicle franchisees from certain liabilities. 


H. 88. To establish a student assistance program in the State of 
Alabama to be known as the Alabama Student Grant Program, which 
will provide for state grants, on behalf of and to the credit of eligible 
students who are bona fide residents of Alabama, to be paid to certain 
approved institutions of post-secondary education in Alabama; to set 
forth legislative findings and purposes underlying the Program; to pro- 
vide for the grants payable under the Program; to designate the Ala- 
bama Commission on Higher Education to administer the Program; to 
vest the Alabama Commission on Higher Education with the powers 
and duties reasonably needed for the effective implementation and ad- 
ministration of the Program; to establish various procedures and re- 
quirements concerning the availability of grants, applications for grants, 
approval and award of grants, renewal of grants, and revocation of 
grants; to prohibit the use of grants for religious or sectarian purposes 
and to prohibit the use of money raised for the support of public 
schools to support schools of a predominantly sectarian or denominational 
character; to provide for periodic auditing of approved institutions; to 
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provide for periods when there may be insufficient funds to provide 
such eligible student with a full grant for the terms requested; to provide 
a penalty for false statements or misrepresentations in connection with 
the procurement of grants; to make an appropriation funding the pro- 
gram from the Special Education Trust Fund; to provide for severability; 
to repeal conflicting laws; and to provide an effective date. 


H. 52. To exempt the Birmingham Football Foundation, Inc., from 
all state, county and municipal sales and use taxes. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 143. (With Substitute): To provide that full-time employees 
and executive officers of the Alabama Council for School Administration 
and Supervision may elect to become members of the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement System of Alabama; also to provide that said Council and its 
employees shall assume all costs, both contributory and administrative; 
and no cost shall devolve upon the state. 


Mr, Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 146. To amend Act No. 582 of Regular Session, 1963 (Acts 1963, 
Pg. 1266), pertaining to ionizing radiation control by adding the posting 
of bonds, by establishing the Radiation Reclamation Fund and provid- 
ing for appropriations therefrom. 


H. 145. To amend Act No. 582, enacted by the Regular Session of 
the Legislature, 1963, relating to Radiation Control. The bill requires 
the payment of an initial registration fee and an annual licensing fee 
to the State, to establish a Radiation Control Fund, appropriates col- 
lected funds for the present fiscal year, provides penalties for failure 
to comply. It is the intent of this legislation to provide fees sufficient, 
in addition to those appropriated by the Legislature from the general 
fund, to permit inspections of x-ray units in the State a minimum of 
once every three (3) years and more often when required to qualify for 
accreditation or when an inspection is indicated for the protection of 
public health.

H. 94. (With Substitute): To amend the Title and Sections 1, 3, 4 
and 6 of Act No. 703 enacted at the 1976 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama to increase the aggregate principal amount of revenue 
bonds therein authorized to be issued by the Alabama State Docks 
Department, to increase the maximum amount of and otherwise provide 
for the special processing charge therein created to pay the principal of 
and interest on the revenue bonds authorized therein, and to provide 
for the sale and issuance by the Department of refunding bonds. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
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lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 133. To amend Section 1 of Act No. 208, S. 34, Special Session 
1966 [Acts 1966, p. 256, now appearing in Code of Alabama, Recompiled 
1958, Title 55, Section 378(2)], as amended, entitled: “An Act To au- 
thorize, regulate and provide for the payment by the State of Alabama 
of compensation to the surviving dependents of certain peace or law 
enforcement officers and certaira firemen who are killed or whose death 
results from an injury received in the course of his employment and 
while he is engaged in the performance of his duties; to designate the 
state board of adjustment as the state agency or awarding authority 
to hear, determine and order the payment of claims for compensation 
hereunder; to make an appropriation for payment of awards,” so as 
to redefine the term “peace officer” to include employees of any alcoholic 
beverage control board liquor store while transporting receipts from 
said store to a bank or similar imstitution and to correce a typographical 
error in the act. 


H. 267. To amend Section 11-51-130, Code of Alabama 1975, to 
authorize municipalities to levy an increased license tax on banks and 
branch banks.

H. 193. To validate contracts executed or delivered on Sunday by 
repealing Section 21 of Title 9, Alabama Code of 1940. 


H. 1. To amend further Act No. 249, H. 492, Regular Session of 
1967 (Acts of 1967, p. 629; now appearing in Code of Alabama, Re- 
compiled 1958, Title 55, Section 244 (9), so as to include the dean of 
Miles College Law School as a member of the council of the state law 
institute. 


H. 230. To amend 1975 Code of Alabama, Section 28-3-16; so as 
to prohibit the advertising of alcoholic beverages by billboards in “dry” 
counties; and to permit such advertising in “wet” counties. 


H. 71. To provide that all policies of insurance that provide pay- 
ment for any orthopedic device or brace issued after the effective date 
of this act shall contain provisions to provide that payment for such 
orthopedic devices or braces may be made either to the insured or to 
the person, firm or corporation furnishing such orthopedic device or 
brace, with the written consent of the insured. 


H. 45. To amend Section 2612 of the Criminal Code (Act No. 607, 
S. 33, 1977 Regular Session) so as to reclassify burglary in the third 
degree to a Class C. felony. 
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H. 10. To amend Section 9910 of Act No. 607, S. 33, 1977 Regular 
Session of the Alabama Legislature, commonly known as the “Alabama 
Criminal Code” so as to delay the effective date one additional year. 


H. 125. To amend the title of Act No. 607, S. 33 of the 1977 Regular 
Session, said Act being known as the “Alabama Criminal Code,” so as 
to include the provisions of the savings clause in the title of the Act in 
order that the enactment will not be overbroad of the title in violation 
of Article IV, Section 45 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901. 


H. 53. Relating to sales between merchants as defined by Act No. 
549, Senate Bill 2 of the Regular Session of 1965, approved August 23, 
1965; amending Section 2-104(3) of that Act by adding thereto a pro- 
vision that sales of crops by farmers to dealers, traders or brokers in 
agricultural commodities, and purchases of agricultural goods by farmers 
from merchants who deal in goods of that kind, are “between mer- 
chants” as defined by the Uniform Commercial Code of Alabama.

To provide that when the state budget officer and the 
legislative fiscal officer determine that any appropriation bill introduced 
will require the expenditure of funds from the general fund of the state 
treasury or from the Alabama special educational trust fund in excess 
of the funds on hand necessary to make the appropriation, then such 
bill must be accompained by a bill to raise revenue to meet the cost 
to the respective general fund or the Alabama special educational trust 
fund. 


H. 236. To require that any bill which increases state retirement 
benefits or adds groups or individuals to membership in the state re- 
tirement system shall be accompained by a bill to raise revenue to 
meet the expenses therefor; and to prescribe that the revenue raising 
bill shall designate the revenues thereunder for the state retirement 
system and that such bill must pass before the retirement benefit bill is 
valid. 


H. 271. To require the County Commission or like governing body 
of each of the several counties to make an annual publication on or 
before the 30th day of October of ach year in a newspaper published 
in the county of an itemized report showing receipts, expenditures and 
financial condition of the county on a form to be prescribed by the 
Chief Examiner of Public Accounts of the State of Alabama and to re- 
peal Sections 11-3-21, 11-3-22 and 11-3-23 Code of Alabama 1975, and 
to repeal all other conflicting laws local or general.

the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 40. (With Substitute): Repealing Section 13-5-1 of the Code of 
Alabama, 1975 which forbids executive or secret sessions of certain 
boards and to provide for the prohibition of executive or secret sessions 
os mi eenes of state governing bodies, boards, councils, commissions and 
the like. 


Mr, Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Adminis- 
tration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 39. To amend Sections 23-1-271, 273, 275, 278, 279, 280 and 288, 
a part of the division of the 1975 Code of Alabama, known as the “High- 
way Beautification Act—Outdoor Advertising”; so as to provide control 
of outdoor advertising signs outside of an urban area beyond 660 feet 
of the right-of-way of interstate or primary highway systems; to pro- 
vide for Court proceedings, evidentiary matters and procedures; to pro- 
vide for just compensation for removal of such signs; to provide for a 
pont fee for the erection of such signs; and to provide penalties for 
violations. 


H. 243. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
with respect to Article VI thereof relating to the Judicial Department

(With Substitute): To prohibit the dissemination of material 
depicting certain obscene acts by or on any person seventeen (17) 
years of age or younger; to prohibit any parent or guardian from 
knowingly allowing any person seventeen (17) years of age or younger 
to engage in the production of such material; to define terms; and to 
prescribe penalties. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Adminis- 
tration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
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lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 18. To further amend Sections 4, 7, 10 and 12 of Act No. 422, 
H. 325 of the 1951 Regular Session (Acts 1951, p. 745), as last amended 
and reenacted, which Act regulates real estate brokers, salesmen and 
real estate transactions, so as to provide further therefor. 


H. 32. To amend Section 23-5-5 of Code of Alabama 1975, relative 
to littering a public thoroughfare. 


H. 135. To name the new gymnasium at Falkville High School, 
Falkville, Morgan County, Alabama, “The Tom Drake Gymnasium.” 


H. 140. Extending the right of privileged communication to persons 
seeking spiritual counsel and to the clergyman with whom such com- 
munication is sought. 


H. 158. To name the administration building at George C. Wallace 
State Community College at Hanceville, Cullman County, Alabama, “The 
Harlan G. Allen Building.” 


H. 234. To name that portion of U. S. Highway 280 from the north 
boundary of Sylacauga, Alabama to the south boundary of Sylacauga, 
Alabama, “The Jim Nabors Highway.” 


H. 118. To amend further Chap. 6, Section 2, Title 32, Code of 
Alabama as amended, relating to persons exempt from securing an Ala- 
bama drivers license, so as to exempt nonresidents who are on active 
duty in the armed forces of the United States and their dependents and 
students enrolled in a school, college, university or trade school in this 
state who possess a valid drivers license issued by their home state.

Mr. Falkenburg, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee im session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 294. To amend Section 34-24-75 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
so as to provide for the issuing of limited certificates of qualification 
to practice medicine without examination to physicians enrolled in ap- 
proved residency training programs. 


H. 124. To provide for the regulation and licensing of the practice 
of athletic training, as herein defined, in this state; to establish a board 
of athletic trainers to examine and license athletic trainer applicants; to 
provide for the meetings, powers, duties, compensation, and records of 
the board; to prohibit the unauthorized practice of athletic training; 
to provide for qualifications for applicants; to provide for the issuance 
and renewal of licenses, and the revocation or denial of a license; to 
provide a hearing and review procedure for revocations or denials of 
license; to prescribe penalties for violations of the act; to provide excep- 
tions as to the application of the provisions of the act; and to create a 
special fund in the state treasury. 


H. 92. To amend further Section 1, of Act No. 530, H. 635 of the 
1949 Regular Session (Acts 1949, p. 835), which act relates to public 
health and licensure of hospitals, so as to further prescribe regulations 
therefor and clarify and expand the definitions. 


To amend the Title and Sections 401, 402, 403, 404, 407, 
504, 505 and 506 of Act No, 1407, S. 414 of the 1971 Regular Session, as 
amended [1971 Acts, p. 2378; appearing in Code of Alabama, 1940, Re- 
compiled 1958, Title 22, Section 258(25)] entitled, “An Act To provide a 
Uniform Alabama Controlled Substances Act for preventing drug abuse 
and drug dependence, to standardize all laws in this state to be in 
conformity with the new Federal Comprehensive Drug Abuse Prevention 
and Control Act of 1970, and to repeal existing state statutes in conflict,” 
so as to prescribe different penalties for different violations of the Ala- 
bama Uniform Controlled Substances Act; to provide that it shall be 
unlawful to manufacture, produce, prepare, propagate, compound, syn- 
thesize or process a drug or other substance which yields a substance, the 
possession, sale or distribution or transfer of which would be an act in 
violation of the Alabama Uniform Controlled Substances Act, except as 
to authorized registrants; to provide for forfeitures, seizures, and searches

provided. In the case of those departments supported wholly by transfers 
from other state funds, there is hereby appropriated from the supporting 
funds such additional amounts as may be necessary to pay the employer 
contribution of each department so supported in the same proportion as 
the other state funds contribute to the support and maintenance of 
such departments, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1978, and for 
each fiscal year thereafter in which the Legislature of Alabama con- 
tinues to authorize the benefits herein provided. 


(2) The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost 
of the increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and shall notify 
the chief fiscal officer of each employer the per centum rates of earnable 
compensation of the members required to be paid to the retirement sys- 
tem. Each employer of members of the Employees’ Retirement System 
of Alabama shall pay on account of the increases provided in Section 
1 of this Act in the same manner and from the same source of funds 
as is provided in Section 36-27-24 of the Code of Alabama 1975, it being 
the intent of the Legislature that the cost of providing the increases in 
Section 1 of this Act shall be distributed from all funds in proportion 
to the salaries paid therefrom for active members. 


(ec) Subsequent appropriations shall be reduced to only the amount 
necessary to fund the benefit increases herein provided in Section 1 of 
this Act. 


Section 3. The cost-of-living benefit provided retirants herein shall 
remain in effect only so long as the Alabama Legislature continues to 
authorize and fund such benefits. In no way shall this Act be Interpreted 
as to constitute a continuing obligation of the funds of the Teachers’ 
or Employees’ Retirement Systems of Alabama. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are supplemental. It shall be 
construed in pari materia with other laws regulating and providing for 
the payment of retirement benefits to retired members of the Teachers’ 
and Employees’ Retirement Systems of Alabama; however, those laws 
or parts of laws which are in direct conflict or inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act shall become effective October 
1, 1978, following its passage by the Alabama Legislature and approval 
by the Governor.

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BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 348. (With Amendment): To revise and amend certain pro- 
visions of Act 1205, Acts of Alabama, Regular Session 1975, approved 
October 10, 1975, as codified in Title 12, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
said act and the codification thereof implemented the Judicial Article 
of the Alabama Constitution (Amendment 328 approved December 13, 
1973) by providing that the cost and expenses of juries kept together 
without separation, the cost and expenses of jury commissions, and the 
expense allowance paid to the regular jurors, grand jurors and petit 
jurors be paid by the state rather than by the counties of the state; by 
providing for the number of bailiffs and the compensation thereof be 
established by the administrative director of courts and by deleting the 
provisions that bailiffs be paid by the county; by providing for local 
purchasing procedures for the offices of circuit judges, district judges, 
circuit clerks, district clerks, registers, court administrators, official 
court reporters, magistrates, and jury commissions, in order to facilitate 
the prompt purchase and delivery of clerical office supplies for such 
court offices; and to make a supplemental appropriation to the Unified 
Judicial System for the operation thereof for the fiscal year October 1, 
1977, through September 30, 1978. The Code sections amended herein 
are § 12-16-10, § 12-16-34, § 12-16-37, § 12-17-311, and § 12-19-210, Code of 
Alabama 1975. Article 1, Chapter 19, Title 12, Code of Alabama 1975, 
is amended by adding § 12-19-10 thereto. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with substitute, with amendment, and it was read a second time and 
placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 86. (With Substitute) (With Amendment): To provide for pro- 
tection from civil liability to school districts, members of the governing 
boards of school districts, and their administrative employees; to es- 
tablish a public school insurance fund administered by a board of con- 
trol; to provide for the selection and duties of the board of control; to 
provide for a program of self-insurance; to provide for the construction 
of this Act; and to make an appropriation. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit:

functions and responsibilities for the board: to provide a system of fees 
relative to licensing interior designers and providing for the use and 
disposition of hte funds derived from such fees; to provide per diem and 
mileage for board members when they conduct business; to prohibit the 
unauthorized practice of interior design; to provide certain criteria for 
applicants who seek licenses to practice interior design and to provide 
for the examination of such applicants; to exempt certain persons from

H. 325. To promote temperance by regulating the sale of alcoholic 
beverages; to authorize the Alabama alcoholic beverage control board 
to permit the handling and sale of table wine, containing not more than 
14% alcohol by volume, by its licensees; to define terms, including wine, 
table wine, fortified wine or vinous liquor, manufacturer, wine whole- 
saler and wine retailer; to provide for the licensing of wine manu- 
facturers, wine wholesalers and wine retailers by Alabama alcoholic 
beverage control board; to impose state filing fees thereon and to levy 
state license fees on wine wholesalers and retailers; to authorize the 
levy of county and municipal license fees thereon; to impose exclusive 
statewide tax on or measured by the sale of table wine and provide for 
the collection, administration and distribution thereof; to proscribe 
violations and offenses, and provide for the imposition of fines and 
the suspension or revocation of licenses. 


H. 98. To further amend Section 4 of Act No. 551, H. 321, Regular 
Session 1967 (Acts 1967, Vol. II, p. 1300), as amended, relating to the 
Alabama State Council on the Arts and Humanities so as to bring the 
employees of such Council under the provisions of the Merit System Act 
and State Employees’ Retirement System. 


H. 387. To provide a county salary supplement for the circuit 
judges of the thirty-seventh judicial circuit to be paid by the county 
composing said circuit, to require certain contributions of said judges 
who participate in the county retirement system, and to repeal conflict- 
ing laws. 


H. 184. To authorize municipalities which retain their municipal 
courts to retain funds collected as “fair trial tax” and to use such 
funds to defray the costs of providing representation for indigent de- 
fendants in their courts; to require that such municipalities remit to the 
state treasury any funds collected as “fair trial tax” which are not used 
in providing representation for indigent defendants in their courts, not- 
withstanding the provisions of Article 5, Chapter 19, Title 12, Code of 
Alabama, 1975; to repeal conflicting laws.

H. 150. (With Amendment): To amend the act proposed by 
H. B. 1134 of the 1977 Regular Session, which is entitled “An Act To 
provide for a pay increase for sworn law enforcement officers with full 
peace officer authority in the service of the state, and to appropriate 
necessary funds,” so as to add certain other sworn law enforment officers 
to the list whose compensation will be increased. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the follow- 
ing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 51. To amend Section 16-13-51, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to the minimum program fund of schools, so as to prohibit an allowance 
for transportation of pupils who live less than one mile from the school 
they are attending. 


H. 333. To make further provision for the issuance of bonds by 
Alabama Highway Finance Corporation by (i) amending Section 
21-1-177 of the Code of Alabama 1975 so as to limit to Twenty-five Mil- 
lion Dollars the principal amount of bonds (other than refunding bonds) 
authorized to be issued by the said corporation after February 1, 1978, 
and so as to provide that no bond issued under Article 7 of Chapter 1 
of Title 23 of the said Code may mature later than twenty years from its 
date, (ii) supplementing the said Article 7 by the appropriation and 
pledge of funds necessary to pay the principal of and the interest on 
bonds issued after February 1, 1978, under the said Article 7, and specify- 
ing the rank of precedence of the pledges for the benefit of the said bonds, 
and (iii) repealing Section 9 of Act No. 228 adopted at the 1965 Regular 
Session of the Legislature. 


H. 334. To amend Article 1, Chapter 17 of Title 40 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975 (relating to the excise tax on motor fuel as defined in the 
said Article 1), so as to make further provision for the disposition of 
the proceeds of the tax levied thereby. 


H. 335. To amend Division 2, Article 2 of Chapter 17 of Title 40 of 
the Code of Alabama 1975 so as to make further prcvisions as to the 
distribution of the proceeds of the highway gasoline tax, as that term 
is defined in the said Division. 


H. 336. To amend Section 15 of Act No. 565 adopted at the 1976 
Regular Session of the Legislature so as to clarify the said section; so 
as to provide that the pledges, provided for in the said Act No. 565, as

Corporation and (ii) all pledges of the said proceeds that may be made 
after December 1, 1977, for the benefit of certain refunding bonds; and 
so as to delete the portion of the said Section 15 that provides for the 
pledge, for the benefit of obligations issued under the said Act No. 
565, of the registration fee imposed by subdivision (5) of Section 
37-3-32 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


H. 238. To make an appropriation to the Governor’s Mansion 
Advisory Board. 


H. 430. Further to provide for and regulate the retirement of 
certain personnel of the courts of the state; to provide that every court 
reporter appointed to or otherwise employed by a state court after the 
effective date of this Act shall become a member of the Employees’ 
Retirement System of Alabama; to provide that no law or part of law 
relating to supernumerary court reporters shall apply to any member of 
the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama; to provide for the cre- 
ation of the Employees’—District Attorneys’, Clerks’ and Registers’— 
Supernumerary Fund under the Employees’ Retirement System of Ala- 
bama which in all respects, shall be governed by the same laws, rules 
and regulations that govern the Employees’ Retirement System and 
shall provide benefits and eligibility for supernumerary status on the 
same basis and under the same conditions as is provided under the 
Employees’ Retirement System for retirement and benefits thereunder; 
to make appropriations for these purposes; and to repeal conflicting laws. 


H. 297. To authorize and direct the state department of education 
to procure a group or blanket policy or policies of insurance insuring 
teaching personnel in the public schools against civil liability for acts 
or omissions in the performance of their duties; to provide an appropria- 
tion for the initiation of such insurance programs. 


H. 169. Relating to the exemption of certain alcoholic beverages 
from taxation; to exempt active and retired United States Military 
Personnel from the payment of any state, county or municipal taxes on 
alcoholic beverages purchased on federal military reservations for 
personal consumption off premises. 


H. 137. To make an appropriation to the various public school 
systems of the state from the Special Educational Trust Fund for the 
purpose of libraries in the public elementary and secondary schools.

do so. 


H. 229. To amend Section 33-8-1 of the 1975 Code of Alabama so as 
to provide for the appointment of two (2) additional members from 
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pack state to the Tennessee-Tombigbee Waterway Development Au- 
thority. 


H. 233. To provide further for the organization, admission, con- 
solidation, merger and dissolution of certain corporations, and to pre- 
scribe the powers, authority and duties of such corporations, and of 
the officers, directors and shareholders thereof; subject to the pro- 
visions of Section 188 of this Act, to repeal Sections 10-2-1 through 
10-2-7, 10-2-20, 10-2-22 through 10-2-35, 10-2-50 through 10-2-58, 10-2-70,

Alabama of 1975. 


H. 195. To amend Section 48-3-1 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
which provides for the descent and distribution of real estate of an 
intestate, so as to change the order of succession. 


Mr. Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 308. (With Substitute): To amend Code of Alabama, 1940, Title 
30, Section 3, which provides exemptions from jury duty, so as to elimi- 
nate many of such exemptions. 


Mr. Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, re- 
ported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 365. To amend Section 28-3-260, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to certain prohibited acts in connection with the regulation and control 
of alcoholic beverages in wet counties, so as to remove the provision 
prohibiting licensees from selling, furnishing, or giving such beverages 
to any person on certain election days. 


H. 61. To amend Sections 22-21-130, 22-21-131, 22-21-133, 22-21-135, 
22-21-141, 22-21-142, 22-21-144, 22-21-145, 22-21-149 and 22-21-152 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1975, so as to make it clear that hospital au- 
thorities heretofore organized under the provisions of Act No. 109 
enacted at the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama, as 
well as hospital authorities organized under the provisions of Article 5 
of Chapter 21 of the Code of Alabama of 1975, shall be governed ex- 
clusively by said Article 5, and that all such hospital authorities may 
issue bonds payable out of revenues derived from the operation as well 
as from the leasing of any one or more of its projects; to provide for

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by any such authority from any usury or other laws regulating or 
limiting interest rates; to make more specific the provisions of said 
article dealing with refunding bonds and to specify the maximum 
principal amount of bonds for refunding purposes that may be issued 
by any such authority; to make permissive rather than mandatory the 
provisions of such article relating to pledging lease agreements as se- 
curity for any bonds of any such authority; to provide that the trustee 
under any bond indenture of any such authority may be selected by 
the board without regard to the provisions of Chapter 25 of Title 36 of 
the Code of Alabama of 1975 or other similar law; to provide that 
proceeds from bonds issued by any such authority may be used for the 
cost of feasibility studies and for funding a debt service reserve and 
that any such authority may capitalize, from bond proceeds, interest 
on the bonds during the period required for construction and equip- 
ment of the project or improvements involved and for not more than 
two years after completion of such construction and equipment; and 
to provide that any such authority may invest unneeded funds in se- 
curities that are direct obligations of federal agencies, in interest-bear- 
ing bank time deposits and interest-bearing bank certificates of deposit 
and in interest-bearing time deposits and interest-bearing certificates of 
deposit of any federally-chartered savings and loan association. 


H. 324. Relating to State of Alabama Income Tax, providing 
further for the treatment of alimony payments. 


H. 128. To comply with the Omnibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act of 1968, (PL 90-351), as amended and establishes the ALA- 
BAMA LAW ENFORCEMENT PLANNING AGENCY. 


H. 386. To authorize the Attorney General to create within his 
office a financial investigative unit to investigate “white collar crime”; 
to authorize the financial investigative unit to investigate educators, 
legislators, judges, other governmental employees and any person or 
agency participating as an advisor, consultant or otherwise performing a 
governmental function; to authorize such unit to investigate fraud, 
fraudulent business practices and all crimes and offenses affecting 
government, business, unions, occupations and professions enumerated 
in Act No. 607, S. 66 of the 1977 Regular Session of the Alabama Legis- 
lature, known as the “Alabama Criminal Code”.

To revise existing bail practices in the courts of Alabama 
to assure that all persons, regardless of their financial or social status, 
shall not needlessly be detained pending their appearance to answer 
charges, to testify, or pending appeal, when detention serves neither the 
ends of justice nor the public interest, to be known as “The Alabama 
Bail Reform Act of 1978,” prescribing means in addition to the giving 
of bail bonds by which a person charged with an offense may give 
security for appearance in order to secure his release and amending 
certain sections of the Code of Alabama 1975 to conform with such 
revision. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 206. To provide for the establishment of a reserve state trooper 
force and places said reserve state troopers under the direction of the 
director of the Department of Public Safety or a member of the Ala- 
bama State Troopers and provides said reserve state troopers with the 
authority to carry firearms and provides insurance coverage and pro- 
vides for travel expenses to be paid by the Department of Public Safety. 


H. 208. To define various terms necessary to the application of 
trademark law; to provide for registrability of a trademark; to provide 
for application of registration of a trademark; to provide for issuance 
of a certificate of registration; to provide for the duration and renewal 
of a trademark; to provide for the keeping of public records on trade- 
marks; to provide for the cancellation of a trademark; to provide for 
the classification of goods and services which may be subject to this 
act; to provide liability for fraudulent registration; to provide liability 
for infringement of a trademark registered under this act; to provide 
relief for injury to business reputation or for dilution of the quality of a 
trademark registered under this act; to provide remedies for the owner 
of a trademark registered under this act; and to preserve any common 
law rights of owners of trademarks. 


H. 363. To amend Section 4-2-45 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
which regulates the disbursement of funds of the state department of 
aeronautics, so as to further regulate such disbursement and the man- 
agement of certain funds. 


H. 311. To amend Section 39-2-12, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, relating to payments to contractors on public works contracts 
so as to provide for an alternate escrow procedure for amounts with- 
held as retainage under such contracts, and to provide for the condi- 
tions under which such an escrow procedure may be utilized. 


H. 319. To provide that the Commissioner of the Revenue De- 
partment may enter into reciprocal agreements on behalf of the State 
of Alabama with the duly authorized representatives of any of the 
States of the United States, the District of Columbia, or a State or 
Province of a foreign country, or a territory or possession of either the 
United States or of a foreign country, to provide for the registration of 
vehicles on an apportionment or allocation basis; to become a member 
of the International Registration Plan developed by the American As- 
sociation of Motor Vehicle Administrators; to authorize the Commissioner 
of the Revenue Department to promulgate and enforce such rules and 
regulations necessary to carry out such agreements; to declare the 
provisions of this Act severable; and to set the date upon which this Act 
will become effective. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 356. (With Substitute): To require that all drugs and pre- 
scriptions dispensed have a label conspicuously bearing either the trade 
name or generic name; to provide definitions, exceptions hereunder, 
and penalties for violations; and to authorize the Alabama state board of 
pharmacy to establish, prescribe, and promulgate standards, rules, and 
regulations, as necessary, to administer and effect the provisions of this 
Act. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the

6. That it has been almost two decades since the Legislature has 
had an Interim Committee to study municipal government in Alabama 
and that the time is now appropriate for this Legislature to create an 
Interim Committee on Municipal Government; and Now, Therefore, 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that in order to suggest to State 
Legislatures sound, workable, financially feasible and economically 
possible methods of administration for Alabama’s municipal govern- 
ments, there is hereby created an Interim Committee on Municipal Gov- 
ernment of the Legislature of Alabama, to be composed of nine (9) 
members of the Legislature—five (5) from the House, to be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House, and four (4) from the Senate, to be ap- 
pointed by the Lieutenant Governor. It shall be the duty and function 
of the Committee to completely analyze the present status of municipal 
government in Alabama and to make such recommendations for legisla- 
tion and constitutional revision which it considers necessary or desirable 
to enable the municipal governments of this state to better meet and 
supply the needs and demands of their citizens. 


In reviewing the status and laws of municipal governments in Ala- 
bama, the Committee shall consider but shall not limit its consideration 
to the following items: 


(1) The functions and responsibilities of municipal governments 
in providing services and facilities to the residents of the incorporated 
towns and cities of the state, and whether or not additional legislation 
is needed or desirable to enable said towns and cities to provide reason- 
able and adequate standards of municipal services and facilities; 


(2) The legal framework of municipal government in Alabama, the 
power and authority presently enjoyed by municipal governments here- 
tofore granted by the Legislature, and the restrictions placed on munici- 
pal governments by the Legislature and whether or not there is need 
for legislation to broaden the powers and authority of said municipal 
governments so as to give them more freedom in fulfilling their re- 
sponsibilities to the urban citizens of the state; 


(3) The financial support of municipal government in Alabama 
and what legislation, if any, is needed to provide more adequate financial 
resources for support of said municipal governments; 


(4) The impact of industrialization and rapid urbanization on the 
ability of municipal governments to provide reasonable and adequate 
standards of services and facilities to urban citizens and what legislation 
is necessary or desirable to enable such municipal governments to pro-

growth and expansion, including urban rehabilitation, industrial develop- 
ment, transportation, annexation, solid waste disposal, waste water treat- 
ment, provision of utility services, municipal persomnel administration, 
personnel training and human resource development, law enforcement, 
fire protection, street maintenance and construction, traffic control, 
recreation and the coordination of state and federal urban assistance pro- 
grams.

cluding the acquisition of land, for colleges and universities, vocational-

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To amend Sections 34-27-3, 34-27-4, 34-27-7, 34-27-9, and 34-27-33 
through 34-27-38 of the Code of Alabama 1975 which regulate real estate 
brokers, salesmen and real estate transactions, so as to provide further 
therefor. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Sections 34-27-3, 34-27-4, 34-27-7, 34-27-9, and 34-27-33 
through 34-27-38 of the Code of Alabama 1975 are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 34-27-3. 


“(a) It shall be unlawful for any person, partnership or corporation 
who is not a bona fide citizen and resident and a licensed broker or 
licensed salesman in this state to perform any of the acts regulated by 
this chapter; except that a licensed broker of another state may cooperate 
with a licensed broker of this state and any commission or fee resulting 
from such cooperative negotiations shall be divided by agreement be- 
tween the cooperating brokers; provided, however, that the state in 
which the nonresident broker resides offers the same privileges to the 
licensees of this state. 
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“(b) In each instance herein where an Alabama broker enters into 
a cooperating agreement with a nonresident broker pertaining to the 
sale of real property within the state of Alabama, the Alabama broker 
must file immediately with the Alabama real estate commission a copy 
of the written agreement for each piece of property offered for sale 
between the two brokers. Said agreement shall be filed with the Ala- 
bama real estate commission. By signing said agreement, said nonresident 
broker agrees to abide by the Alabama law, and the rules and regulations 
as set forth and be subject thereto, including an irrevocable consent that 
legal actions may be commenced against him in the proper court of any 
county of this state in which a cause of action may arise. Any licensed 
Alabama broker who fails to file said written agreement shall be deemed 
in violation of this chapter and shall be subject to a fine, revocation or 
suspension of his or her license. 


“Section 34-27-4. 


“All fees, fines and charges collected by the Alabama real estate 
commission under the provisions of this chapter shall be paid into the 
state treasury and shall constitute a separate fund to be disbursed by 
the state comptroller on order of the executive director of the commis- 
sion, All expenses incurred by the commission under the provisions of 
this chapter, including the compensation of members, secretaries, clerks, 
assistants and witnesses, shall be paid out of the separate fund in the 
state treasury upon warrants of the state comptroller drawn upon the 
state treasury from time to time when vouchers therefor are exhibited 
and approved by the executive director. The state treasurer is directed 
to pay money out of the separate fund hereinabove provided for upon 
the order of the executive director of the commishion; provided, the 
total expenses for every purpose incurred shall not exceed the total fees 
and charges collected and paid into the state treasury; provided, the 
total expense for every purpose incurred in carrying out the provisions 
of this chapter shall not exceed the amount appropriated therefor by the 
legislature in the general appropriation bill; and provided further, that 
no funds shall be withdrawn or expended except as shall be budgeted 
and allotted in accordance with the provisions of Article 4 of Chapter 
4 of Title 41 of this Code, and all monies remaining unexpended in the 
separate fund hereinabove provided at the end of the fiscal year shall 
be covered into the state treasury to the credit of the general fund of 
the state of Alabama. 


“Section 34-27-7. 


“(a) There is hereby created the Alabama real estate commission. 
The commission shall consist of five members appointed by the governor 
with the advice and consent of the senate. Appointments made at times 
when the senate is not in session shall be effective and interim. Any 
appointment made by the governor while the senate is in session must 
be submitted to the senate not later than the third legislative day fol- 
lowing the date of appointment; any appointment made while the senate 
is not in session shall be submitted not later than the third legislative 
day following the reconvening of the legislature. Each appointee shall 
have been a resident and citizen of this state for at least ten years prior 
to this appointment and whose vocation for at least ten years shall have 
been that of a real estate broker or real estate salesman. No person con- 
victed of a violation of former title 46, Sections 298 through 311, Code 
of Alabama, 1940, or of this chapter shall be eligible to serve. Not more 
than one member for any congressional district shall be appointed to 
serve at the same time. The members of the commission whose terms 
does not expire prior to October 1, 1951, shall serve until their respective 
terms expire, and the expiration of each term, the governor shall ap- 
point, subject to confirmation by the senate as provided above, a mem- 
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ber to fill the vacancy, and such appointment shall be for a term of 
five years, or until his successor is appointed and qualifies. On October 
1, 1951, the governor shall appoint or reappoint one commissioner for 
a period of three years, one commissioner for a period of five years, 
all appointments expiring on September 30th of the respective years, 
or until their successors are appointed and qualify. Thereafter, any ap- 
pointment shall be for a period of five years, or until such commissioner’s 
successor is appointed and qualified. 


“(b) Immediately upon the appointment of any new commissioner, 
the commission shall organize by selecting from its members a chair- 
man and may do all things necessary and convenient for carrying into 
effect the provisions of this chapter and may from time to time promul- 
gate rules and regulations that are necessary to properly administer this 
chapter. Each member of the commission shall receive as full compensa- 
tion for his services the sum of $100.00 $300.00 per month and his actual 
and necessary expenses incurred in the performance of duties pertaining 
to his office. The members of the real estate commission, the director 
executive director, and/or the executive secretary assistant executive 
director, the attorney and the investigators shall be reimbursed as pro- 
vided in Article 2 of Chapter 7 of Title 36 of this Code for their actual 
expenses for official travel on official business of the real estate com- 
mission within or without the state of Alabama. 


“(c) The commission may employ a director an executive director 
and executive secretary an assistant executive director, both of whom 
shall be exempted from the classified service under the general laws 
of the state, and such clerks, investigators and assistants as it shall deem 
necessary to discharge the duties imposed by the provisions of this chap- 
ter and to effect its purposes, and the commission shall determine the 
duties and fix the compensation of such executive director, secretary, 
assistant executive director, clerks, investigators and assistants, subject 
to the general laws of the state. 


“(d) The commission shall adopt a seal by which it shall au- 
thenticate its proceedings. Copies of all records and papers in the office 
of the commission duly certified and authenticated by the seal of said 
commission shall be received in evidence in all courts equally and with 
like effect as the original. All records kept in the office of the commis- 
sion under authority of this chapter shall be open to public inspection 
under reasonable rules and regulations as shall be prescribed by the 
commission. 


“Section 34-29-9. 


“The executive director and assistant executive secretary, director, 
appointed by the commission shall give bond in such sum and with 
such surety as the commission may direct and approve. 


“Section 34-27-33. 


“(a) In addition to proof of honesty, trustworthiness and good repu- 
tation of any applicant for a license, every applicant for real estate 
broker’s or real estate salesman’s license shall submit to a reasonable 
written examination, except as hereinabove provided, to be conducted 
by the commission. The commission shall conduct examinations at its 
discretion but at least once quarterly at such place and time as shall 
be set by the commission. The fee for such examination shall be $50.00 
for each and every examination taken by the applicant, and no refund 
shall be made in the event an applicant fails the examination, but such 
fee shall be deposited to the account of the Alabama real estate com- 
mission. 
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“(b) In the event the license of any real estate broker or sales- 
man shall be revoked by this commission, no new license shall be is- 
sued to such person, unless he meets all requirements of this chapter 
and complies with all provisions of this chapter. 


“(c) No person shall be permitted or authorized to act as a real 
estate broker or salesman until he has qualified by examination, except 
as herein provided, and until he actually receives in his possession the 
license certificate and identification card issued by the Alabama real 
estate commission. 


“(d) Upon satisfactorily passing such examination and complying 
with all other provisions of this law and conditioms of this chapter, a 
license shall thereupon be issued to the successful applicant; and, upon 
actually receiving such license certificate and identification card, the 
applicant is authorized to conduct the business of a real estate broker 
or real estate salesman in this state. 


“Section 34-27-34. 


“(a) All licenses issued to a real estate broker shall designate the 
address of the principal place of business, and all licenses issued to a 
real estate salesman shall designate the broker under whom said sales- 
man is licensed. A duly licensed broker whose principal business is 
other than that of a real estate broker shall not be allowed to engage 
salesmen, and no license shall be issued to any salesman purporting to 
work for any such licensed broker unless it can be shown that the legal 
duties and responsibilities of the broker and salesman can be discharged 
on the basis of an actual supervisory capacity. Notice in writing shall 
be given to the commission by any real estate salesman of his desire to 
change his broker, and he shall send a copy of said notice to the broker 
under whom he is licensed, and he shall submit evidence to the com- 
mission that this has been done. A request for transfer directed to the 
commission by the licensed broker to whom the salesman or broker is 
about to transfer and a statement from the broker assuming liability 
from him shall be sent to the commission. If no valid objection is filed, 
upon payment of a fee of $10.00 a new license shall be issued by the 
commission to such salesman for the unexpired term of the original 
license. The former broker shall notify the commission within seven 
days if he has any objections to the transfer, setting same out clearly 
in a letter to the commission. No license transfer shall be made during 
the month of September except in case of undue hardship. 


“(b) If for any reason a broker wishes to terminate the employ- 
ment of a salesman and to be relieved of future responsibility for his 
acts, he may do so by notifying salesman and the commission in writing 
and sending in the salesman’s license to the commission or certify to the 
commission that it has been lost or destroyed. 


“(c) If for any reason a broker wishes to terminate his status as a 
qualifying broker for a corporation or a partnership and be relieved of 
future responsibility for its acts, he may do so by notifying the cor- 
poration or partnership and the commission. 


“(d) It shall be unlawful for any real estate salesman to perform 
any of the acts contemplated by this chapter either directly or indirectly 
after his employment has been terminated or if he changes brokers until 
another license has been issued by the Alabama real estate commission, 
and until he has actually received his new identification card. 


“Section 34-27-35. 


“(a) The commission shall issue to each licensee a license in such 
form and of such size as shall be prescribed by the commission. A 
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broker’s license shall show the name and business address of the licensee. 
A salesman’s license shall show his name and the name of the broker 
under whom he is licensed. Each license shall have imprinted thereon 
the seal of the commission and, in addition to the foregoing, shall con- 
tain such matter as shall be prescribed by the the commission. The license 
of each real estate salesman shall be delivered or mailed to the real 
estate broker by whom such real estate salesman is employed and shall 
be kept in the custody and control of such broker. The commission shall 
prepare and deliver to each licensee a pocket card, which card, among 
other things, shall contain an imprint of the seal of the commission, and 
shall certify that the person whose name appears thereon is a licensed 
real estate broker or real estate salesman, as the case may be, and if 
it is a real esate salesman’s card, shall also contain the name of his 
broker. The matter to be printed on such pocket card, except as above 
set forth shall be prescribed by the commission, 


“(b) The following fees or licenses shall be paid by all licensees 
in the state of Alabama. The original fee for each real estate broker’s 
license issued to an individual shali be $25.00, and the annual renewal 
fee for each such real estate broker’s license shall be $25.00. The original 
fee for each real estate salesman’s license shall be $15.00 and the annual 
renewal fee for each real estate salesman’s license shall be $15.00. The 
original fee for each license issued to a corporation or to a partnership 
shall be $15.00, and the annual renewal fee shall be $15.00. The original 
fee for each branch office shall be $15.00, and the annual renewal fee 
shall be $15.00 


“Annual renewal fees must accompany the certificate of continua- 
tion in business, which must be filed on or before July 31st of each 
ensuing year; but, in the event said certificate of continuation in busi- 
ness is filed after July 3lst of each ensuing year, there shall be added 
to the above fees a penalty in the amount of 50 per cent, which shall 
be paid before a license can be issued. 


“(e) Every applicant for a license as broker or salesman, other 
than an applicant for renewal of an existing license, shall pay, in addi- 
tion to the fees provided for in subsection (b) of this chapter, the exam- 
ination fee of $50.00, which payment must be made by separate certified 
check, cashier’s check, post office money order or money order issued 
by any person duly licensed to do business in Alabama under the Sale of 
Checks Act and, further provided, that an additional fee of $50.00 is paid 
each time the examination is taken. 


“(d) Each license issued by this commission under this section shall 
be valid without further recommendation or examination until revoked 
or suspended or until such license shall lapse for failure to file a cer- 
tificate of continuation as provided for in this section. 


“(e) Licensees under this chapter shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of Sections 5-19-22 and 5-19-27, 


“(f) Each licensee shall file, or on before July 31st of each ensuing 
year, a certificate of continuation in business on a form prescribed by 
the Alabama real estate commission listing all salesmen and other in- 
formation as required by the commission. The certificate of continuation 
in business shall be mailed by the commission to the licensee’s place of 
business prior to June 1st each year. 


“Every certificate of continuation in business shall expire at mid- 
night on the thirtieth day of September of each year. The license of any 
licensee who fails to file a certificate of continuation prior to the thirtieth 
day of September of each ensuing year shall lapse, and such broker or 
salesman shall be subject to all the requirements of such sections ap- 
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plicable to persons who have never been licensed umless the commission 
for good cause shown, determines that the certificate of continuation 
could not have been filed by the thirtieth day of September, but is filed 
within 15 days from said date. No license shall be transferred during 
the month of September except in case of undue hardship. 


“(g) The commission shall have the authority, at its discretion, 
to issue licenses, which shall be prepaid for a period of one or more 
years at the prevailing fees. 


“Section 34-27-36. 


“(a) The commission may upon its own motion and shall, upon 
the verified complaint in writing of any person, hold a hearing for the 
refusal to license, or the suspension or revocation of a license previously 
issued, The commission shall have full power to refuse a license for 
cause or to revoke or suspend a license or otherwise punish the licensee, 
as provided herein, where such license has been obtained by false or 
fraudulent representation, or where the licensee in performing or at- 
tempting to perform any of the acts mentioned herein is deemed to be 
guilty of: 


“(1) Making any substantial misrepresentation ; 


“(2) Making any false promises of a character likely to influence, 
persuade or induce any person to enter into any contract or agreement; 


“(3) Pursuing a continued and flagrant course of misrepresenta- 
tion or making of false promises through agents or salesmen or any 
medium of advertising or otherwise; 


“(4) Publishing any misleading or untruthful advertising or using 
any other name or insignia of membership in any real estate organiza- 
tion of which the licensee is not a member; 


“(5) Acting for more than one party in a transaction without the 
knowledge and consent in writing of all parties for whom he acts; 


“(6) Failing, within a reasonable time, to account or to remit any 
monies coming into his possession which belong to others; a complete 
record must be kept of funds showing to whom the money belongs, date 
deposited, date of withdrawal and other pertinent information concern- 
ing the transaction, and all escrow funds shall be deposited in a separate 
account in a financial institution approved by the commission and ac- 
counted for at all times; 


“(7) Placing a “for sale” or “for rent” sign on any property with- 
out the owner’s consent; 


“(8) Failing to furnish voluntarily copies of all listings, sale con- 
tracts, lease or other agreements to all parties executing the same with 
reasonable promptness; 


“(9) Paying any profit, compensation or commission to any person 
other than a duly licensed real estate broker or real estate salesman or 
multiple listing services; 


“(10) Paying or receiving any rebate from any person in a real 
estate transaction; 


“(11) Inducing any party toa contract, sale or lease to break such 
contract for the purpose of substitution in lieu thereof a new contract, 
where such substitution is motivated by the personal gain of the licensee; 
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“(12) Accepting a commission or valuable consideration as a real 
estate salesman for the performamce of any of the acts specified in this 
chapter; from any person except the licensed real estate broker under 
whom he is licensed as a salesman; 


“(13) If the licensee is a broker, allowing a salesman to post signs 
on property advertising themselves as real estate agents without the 
name or trade name of the employing broker appearing thereon in letters 
of the same size or larger size than the name of the salesman or, if the 
licensee is a salesman, posting signs on property advertising himself 
or herself as a real estate agent without the name or trade name of his 
or her employing broker appearing thereon in letters of the same or 
larger size than the name of the salesman; 


“(14) Presenting to the Alabama real estate commission as pay- 
ment for a fee or fine a check that is returned unpaid; 


“(15) Ifa licensee is a broker, advertising by linear advertisements 
or otherwise to sell, buy, exchange, rent, lease, list or mortgage property 
in a manner indicating that the offer to sell, buy, exchange, rent, lease, 
list or mortgage such property is being made by a private party not en- 
gaged in the real ehtate business, and no advertisement shall be in- 
serted in any publication where only a post office box number, telephone 
number or street address appears. Every broker shall, when advertising 
real estate, either through linear advertisements, or otherwise, affirma- 
tively and unmistakably indicate that the party advertising is a real 
estate broker and not a private party; provided, that a broker, if he 
is the owner of the property which he is advertising, has all the rights 
of a non-broker owner. A duly licensed corporation, partnership, broker 
or salesman in the position of an optionee must hold an option for a 
period exceeding a year and a day to qualify for the same rights and 
privileges granted a property owner, or 


“(16) If licensee is a broker, allowing any unlicensed salesman to 
do any act or engage in any activity regulated by this chapter in the 
name of or under the authority of the broker; 


“(17) If licensee is a salesman, advertising to purchase any property 
or offering for sale, rent or lease any property under his own name 
as all advertising must be under the direct supervision and in the name 
or trade name of the employing broker; provided, that a salesman, if 
he is the owner of the property which he is advertising, has all the rights 
of the non-salesman owner; 


“(18) Failing to disclose to an owner his intention or true position, 
whether he directly or indirectly purchased for himself or acquires or 
intends to acquire any interest in or options to purchase property which 
he or his associates have been employed to sell; 


“(19) Wilfully violating any lawful rule, regulation or order of the 
commission; 


“(20) Having been convicted in a court of competent jurisdiction 
of this or any other state of forgery, embezzlement, obtaining money 
under false pretenses, extortion, conspiracy to defraud or any other like 
offense or offenses; 


“(21) The Alabama real estate commission prohibits the acceptance 
by broker’s of net listings, and hereby makes it obligatory for the broker, 
when securing the listing to add the broker’s fee, thereby notifying the 
seller listing the property the gross listed price therein; 


“(22) Representing to any lender, guaranteeing agency or any other 
interested party, either verbally or through the preparation of false 
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documents, an amount in excess of the true and actual sale price of the 
real estate or terms differing from those actually agreed upon; 


“(23) Failure of a licensee to inform the buyer and seller at the 
time an offer is presented that he will be expected. to pay certain closing 
costs such as discount points and the approximate amount of said costs; 


“(24) Failure to disclose to a buyer, a known material defect re- 
garding the condition of a parcel of real estate of which a broker or 
salesman has knowledge; 


“(25) The broker or salesman shall have beem convicted of a felony 
or entered a plea of guilty or nolo contendere to a felony charge; 


“(26) Using prizes, money, free gifts or other valuable considera- 
tion as inducements to: (a) Secure customers to purchase, rent or lease 
property when the awarding of such prizes, money, free gifts or other 
valuable consideration is conditioned upon the purchase, rental or lease; 
or (b) Secure clients to list properties with registrant; or (c) Solicit, 
sale or offer for sale real estate by offering free lots or conducting lot- 
teries for the purpose of influencing a purchaser or prospective pur- 
chaser of real estate; or 


“(27) Failure to include a fixed date of expiration in any written 
listing agreement and failing to leave a copy of the agreement with the 
principal; or 


“(28) Any act of conduct, whether of the same or of a different 
character than hereinabove specified, which constitutes or demonstrates 
bad faith, incompetency or untrustworthiness or dishonest, fraudulent 
or improper dealing. 


“(b) All brokers shall keep in their own files copies of all sales 
contracts of consummated sales for a period of three years. All brokers 
shall keep records of all funds of others coming into their hands showing 
to whom the money belongs, date deposited, date of withdrawal and 
other pertinent information concerning the transaction for a period of 
three years, All above required records shall be subject to inspection by 
any member or duly authorized employee of the Alabama real estate 
commission. 


“Section 34-27-37. 


“(a) Upon_a complaint initiated by the commission or filed with it, 
the accused shall be given 15 days notice of hearing upon the charges 
filed, together with a copy of the complaint. If the commission refuses 
to license an applicant, notice of such refusal shall be given to applicant 
by the commission, and he may, within 15 days after delivery of such 
notice, file a request for a hearing. The applicant or accused shall have 
an opportunity to be heard thereon in person or by counsel, to offer 
testimony in his behalf and to examine witnesses, Hearings shall be 
held by the commission in the county in which the applicant or ac- 
cused maintains his principal place of business. At such hearings, all 
witnesses shall be sworn by a member of the commission, executive 
director, or the assistant executive secretary director.

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“(b) The commission is here by authorized and empowered to issue 
subpoenas for the attendance of witnesses and the production of books 
and papers in cases where specific charges are pending, either at the 
instance of the commission or the accused. The process issued by the 
commission shall extend to all parts of the state, and such process shall 
by any person designated by the commission for such service or by mail- 
ing same by certified or registered mail. In the event any person serves 
such process, he shall receive such compensation as may be allowed by 
the commission, not to exceed the fee prescribed by law for similar 
services, All witnesses who shall be subpoenaed and who shall appear 
in any proceedings before the cormmission shall receive fees as allowed 
by law and mileage and per diern as allowed by the commission, the 
mileage and per diem not to exceed mileage and per diem allowed by 
the state of Alabama to its employees, and all such fees, mileage and per- 
diem shall be taxed against such parties in whole or in part as part of 
the costs in the case. 


“(c) Where, in any proceedings before the commission, any wit- 
nesses shall fail or refuse to attend upon subpoena issued by the com- 
mission, shall refuse to testify or shall refuse to produce any books and 
papers as herein provided, the production of which is called for by the 
subpoena, the attendance of such witness and the giving of his testimony 
and the production of the books and papers shall be enforced by any 
circuit court of this state, in the same manner as the attendance and 
testimony of witnesses is enforced in civil cases in the courts of this 
state. 


“Section 34-27-38. 


“Findings made by the commission are deemed conclusive, unless 
within 30 days after notice of the decision of the commission has been 
given to an applicant or accused said applicant or accused shall appeal 
said finding or ruling to the circuit court of the county of his residence. 
In the event of such an appeal, the circuit court shall hear the same 
de novo. Such appeal shall be taken by the filing of notice of appeal 
with the clerk of the circuit court of the county to which the appeal 
is taken. Any party taking an appeal shall post a satisfactory bond in 
the amount of $200.00 with the clerk of the circuit court with at least 
one solvent surety, conditioned to prosecute such appeal to effect and, 
upon failure to do so, to pay all costs and damages which may be 
adjudged against said party by the circuit court on such appeal. The 
clerk of the circuit court shall notify the executive director and assistant

TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To re-enact Act No. 703 enacted at the 1976 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama and to amend the Title and. Sections 1, 3, 4, 6 and 
8 thereof, to add a new Section 7 and to re-number subsequent sections 
accordingly; to increase the aggregate principal amount of revenue bonds 
therein authorized to be issued by the Alabama State Docks Department, 
to increase the maximum amount of and otherwise provide for the special 
processing charge therein created to pay the primcipal of and interest 
on the revenue bonds authorized therein, and to provide for the sale 
and issuance by the Department of refunding bonds. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Act No. 703 enacted at the 1976 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama is re-enacted to read as follows: 


“To authorize Alabama State Docks Department, with the approval 
of the Governor, to sell and issue from time to time not exceeding 
$12,000,000 $20,000,000 principal amount of revenue bonds for the purpose 
of the improvement of existing seaport facilities and the construction 
and equipment of additional seaport facilities at the Port of Mobile for 
the handling and storage of coal, coke, or any other materials in bulk 
or containers, or any other method of shipment; to provide for the de- 
tails of the bonds issued hereunder, the execution thereof, the method 
of sale thereof, and the application of the proceeds from the sale thereof; 
to provide for the sale of refunding bonds; to provide that bonds issued 
hereunder shall not be or constitute a debt of the State of Alabama, shall 
not pledge the full faith or credit of the State of Alabama, shall bear 
such rate or rates of interest as may be specified in an order of the 
Director of the Department without regard to statutory limitations on 
interest rates, and shall be limited obligations payable solely out of 
revenues of the Department derived from its special processing charge; 
to provide for the pledge of the special processing charge for payment 
of the principal of and interest on the bonds issued hereunder and that 
such pledge will constitute a first charge on the special processing charge 
so pledged; to authorize the publication of notice of the adoption of an 
order authorizing the issuance of bonds hereunder and limiting the time 
within which any action may be brought to set aside or contest the 
validity of any such bonds or any proceedings authorizing or any pledge 
or instrument securing the said bonds; to provide that all bonds issued 
hereunder and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation; 
and to provide that bonds issued hereunder shall be deemed negotiable

“Section 1. Definitions. When used in this Act, unless the context 
plainly indicates otherwise, the following words and phrases shail have 
the meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 


‘1971 Act’? means Act No. 64, enacted at the 1971 First Special Session 
of the Legislature of Alabama, as amended by Act No. 2306, enacted at 
the 1971 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama. 
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‘Bonds’ (except where that -word is used with reference to bonds 
issued under another act) means those bonds at any time issued under 
the provisions of this Act. 


‘Department’ means the Alabama State Docks Department estab- 
lished by Act No. 103 enacted at the 1955 Regular Session of the Legis- 
lature of Alabama in Title 33, Chapter 1, Code of Alabama 1975, and 
any department or agency of the State that may succeed to the functions 
of that Department. 


‘Director’ means the Director of the Department or any person who 
may succeed to the duties of that office. 


‘Governor’ means the Governor of the State. 


‘Order’ means an order made by the Director and approved by the 
Governor. 


‘Refunding Bonds’ means those refunding bonds issued under the 
provisions of this Act. 


‘Seaport Facilities’ means any improvements, including any real or 
personal property, structure, or equipment useful for any one or more 
of the loading, unloading, storage or other handling of coal, coke or any 
other materials or products of any kind, and that are useful in promoting, 
developing and operating seaports within the State. 


‘Secretary-Treasurer’ means the Secretary-Treasurer of the Depart- 
ment, or any person who may succeed to the duties of that office. 


‘State’ means the State of Alabama. 


‘United States securities’ means securities that are direct obligations 
of the United States of America. 


Where used in this Act, words in the present tense shall be construed 
to include the future tense, the singular shall be construed to include 
the plural, the plural shall be construed to include the singular, and 
nouns and pronouns shall be construed to include all genders. 


“Section 2. Declaration of Legislative Intent. The object of this 
Act is to enable the Department to procure funds for the improvement 
of existing Seaport Facilities and the construction and equipment of 
additional Seaport Facilities in the continued development of the State 
docks at the Port of Mobile so that the Department will be able to 
render greater service to shippers and others engaged in international 
trade. is Act shall be liberally construed in order to effectuate its 
object. 


“Section 3. Power to Issue Bonds. The Department, with the ap- 
proval of the Governor, may from time to time and at any time sell 
and issue its revenue Bonds, not exceeding $12,000,000 $20,000,000 in ag- 
gregate principal amount, for the purpose of providing funds for the 
improvement of existing Seaport Facilities and the construction and 
equipment of additional Seaport Facilities at the Port of Mobile to- 
gether with the expenses incident to the authorization, sale and issuance 
of the Bonds. The costs of constructing, equipping and improving such 
Seaport Facilities shall be deemed to include interest that will either 
accrue or become payable on the Bonds hereinafter authorized during 
the period required for the construction, improvement and equipment 
of such Seaport Facilities, plus a period not exceeding six months after 
the completion thereof.

“Section 4. Details Respecting Bonds. The Bonds may be issued 
in one or more series, shall be in such forms and denominations and of 
such tenor, shall mature in annual installments the first of which: shall 
mature not later than one (1) year after the estimated date for the 
completion of the Seaport Facilities financed thereby and the last of 
which shall mature not later than thirty (30) years from their respective 
dates, shall bear such rate or rates of interest payable and evidenced 
in such manner, all as may be provided in the order or orders of the 
Director in which any of the Bonds are authorized to be issued; pro- 
vided, that no such order shall be valid without the written approval of 
the Governor. The said order or orders may provide for any or all of the 
following: the amount, use and disposition of the special processing 
charge (hereinafter referred to) of the Department derived from the 
Seaport Facilities constructed with the proceeds of the Bonds and the 
proceeds of the bonds authorized and issued pursuant to the 1971 Act;

Any of the Bonds having 
stated maturities more than ten years after the date thereof shall be 
made subject to redemption at the option of the Department not later 
than the end of the tenth year after the date thereof and on any interest 
payment date thereafter, under such terms and conditions as may be 
provided in the order or orders authorizing the issuance of such Bonds, 
The redemption price or prices of Bonds shall not exceed the face 
amount thereof plus a premium which shall not exceed twelve (12) 
months’ interest thereon. 


“Section 5. Execution of the Bonds. The Bonds shall be issued in 
the name of the Department and shall be signed by the Director, and 
the seal of the Department shall be impressed thereon and attested by 
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the Secretary-Treasurer, and all imterest coupons applicable to the Bonds 
shall be signed by the Director; provided, that the signature of one, but 
not of both, of the said officers may be printed or otherwise reproduced 
in facsimile on any of the Bonds in lieu of their being manually signed, 
the signature of the Director may be printed or otherwise reproduced 
in facsimile on the interest coupons in lieu of their being manually 
signed, and the seal of the Department may be printed or otherwise 
reproduced in facsimile on the Bonds in lieu of being manually im- 
pressed thereon, all as may be provided in the order under which the 
Bonds are issued. 


“Section 6. Sale of the Bomds. Any of the Bonds may be sold 
at any time and from time to time in one or more series as the Director 
may deem advantageous. The Bonds may be sold at either public or 
private sale, and if at public sale, either on sealed bids or at public 
auction, to the bidder whose bid reflects the lowest net interest cost to 
the Department for the Bonds being sold, computed from the date of 
those at the time being sold to their respective maturities and taking 
into account the premium, if any, in excess of their face value bid by the 
purchaser; provided, that if no bid acceptable to the Department is 
received it may reject all bids. Notice of each such sale shall be given 
by publication one time in either a financial journal or a financial 
newspaper published in the City of New York, New York, and also by 
publication one time in a newspaper that is then published in the State 
not less than five days during each calendar week. Each such publica- 
tion shall be made not less than ten days prior to the date fixed for 
the sale. The terms and conditions under which each such sale may 
be held shall be fixed in an order made by the Director; provided, 
that none of the Bonds may be sold for a price less than the face value 
thereof plus accrued interest thereon to the date of their delivery; and 
provided further, that such terms and conditions shall not conflict with 
any of the requirements of this Act. The Bonds shall bear such rate 
or rates of interest as shall be specified in said order without regard to 
any laws of the State of Alabama prescribing or limiting interest rates, 
including, without limitation, the provisions of Chapter 6 of Title 9 of 
the Title 8, Chapter 8, Code of Alabama of 1940, as amended 1975. 
Approval by the Governor of the terms and conditions under which any 
of the Bonds may be issued shall be requisite to their validity. The 
Governor’s approval shall be in writing and shall be entered on the 
order of the Director in which the Bonds proposed to be issued are 
authorized. Such approval by the Governor may be shown on any 
series of the Bonds by a facsimile of his signature printed or other- 
wise reproduced thereon when authorization of such action is con- 
tained in the approval signed by him. Neither a public hearing nor 
consent by the Department of Finance of the State or any other depart- 
ment or agency shall be a prerequisite to the issuance of any of the 

nds. 


“Section 7. Refunding Bonds. For the purpose of refunding any 
Bonds, including Refunding Bonds, whether the refunding shall occur 
before, at or after the maturity of the Bonds refunded, and for the pur- 
pose of paying all premiums and expenses of any refunding (including 
attorneys’ fees, cost of printing the Refunding Bonds, fiscal agents’ fees, 
and accountants’ fees), the Department may from time to time sell and 
issue, at either public or private sale, Refunding Bonds in an aggregate 
principal amount not exceeding the sum of (a) the outstanding prin- 
cipal amount of the Bonds to be refunded, (b) the interest (accrued or 
to accrue) to the respective maturities of the Bonds to be refunded, or 
if the Bonds to be refunded are to be called for redemption, either 
on the earliets date on which under their terms they may be redeemed 
or some later date or dates, the interest (accrued or to accrue) on the 
Bonds to be refunded to the date or dates on which they are to be 
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called for redemption, (c) the amount of any redemption premium 
required, by the terms of the Bonds, to be paid as a condition to their 
redemption prior to their respective maturities, amd (d) the amount of 
any expenses (actual or estimated) of the refunding. For the purpose 
of providing funds to enable the Department to pay at their respective 
maturities the principal of and interest on the Refunding Bonds issued 
under this Act and to accomplish the purposes of this Act, the Director 
is hereby authorized to irrevocably pledge to those purposes, and 
there is hereby appropriated for those purposes, such amount as may 
be necessary for those purposes of the special processing charge au- 
thorized by this Act, and when so pledged in the order or orders of 
the Director under which the Refunding Bonds are authorized to be 
issued, that pledge shall constitute an irrevocable pledge of the revenues 
from the special processing charge referred to in this Section. The 
Department may contract with respect to the safekeeping and applica- 
tion of the Refunding Bond proceeds and other funds included there- 
with and the income therefrom including the right to appoint a trustee 
which may be any trust company or state or national bank having 
powers of a trust company within or without the State. All pledges made 
in this Act, and all pledges made by the Department pursuant to the 
provisions of this Act, for the benefit of Refunding Bonds issued under 
this Act shall take precedence in the order of the adoption of the orders 
authorizing the issuance of such Refunding Bonds. All other provisions 
of this Act shall apply to the Refunding Bonds issued hereunder except 
as otherwise provided herein. 


“Section 7 8. Bonds to be Limited Obligations; Pledge and Ap- 
propriation of Certain Revenues Therefor. The Bonds shall never be or 
constitute a debt of the State within the meaning of any constitutional 
provisions, and neither the full faith nor the credit of the State shall 
ever be pledged or utilized therefor. Both the principal of and the 
interest on the Bonds shall be payable solely out of the special processing 
charge authorized by this Act and any order of the Director authorizing 
the issuance of the Bonds may pledge said special processing charge for 
payment of the principal thereof and interest thereon and when so 
made such pledge will constitute a first charge on said special pro- 
cessing charge. 


“Section 8 9. Notice of Order Authorizing Issuance of Bonds. 
Upon the entry of any order of the Director providing for the issuance 
of bonds, the Department may, in the discretion of the Director, cause 
to be published once a week for two consecutive weeks, in a newspaper 
that is customarily published in the State not less than five days in 
each calendar week, a notice in substantially the following form (the 
blanks being first properly filled in) to be signed with the printed signa- 
ture of the Director: 


“The Director of ALABAMA STATE DOCKS DEPARTMENT, an 
agency of the State of Alabama, on the ______ day of 
19 , made an order providing for the issuance of $. 
principal amount of bonds of the Department for the following purpose 
or purposes. (Here shall be inserted a brief and general description 
of the purpose of the issue). The said bonds are payable solely from 
limited sources as described in the said order. Any action or proceeding 
questioning the validity of the said order or of the said bonds, or the 
pledge of or any instruments securing the said bonds, must be com- 
menced within twenty days after the first publication of this notice.

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Any action or proceeding in any court to set aside or question the order 
for the issuance of the Bonds referred to in the said notice or to con- 
test the validity of any such Bonds or the validity of the pledge and 
any instruments made to secure such Bonds must be commenced 
within twenty days after the first publication of such notice. After the 
expiration of the said period no right of action or defense questioning 
or attacking the validity of said order, the said Bonds or the said pledge 
or instruments shall be asserted, nor shall the validity of the said 
order, bonds, pledge or instruments be open to question in any court 
on any ground whatsoever except in an action commenced within the 
said twenty day period. 


“Section 9 10. The Bonds Shall be Deemed Negotiable, May be 
Used to Secure Deposits and for Investment of Fiduciary Funds, and 
With the Income Therefrom Shall be Exempt From Taxation. The 
Bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt from all taxation in 
the State. The Bonds, when unregistered, shall be construed to be 
negotiable instruments even though they are payable from a limited 
source. All coupons applicable to the Bonds, while the applicable 
Bonds are not registered as to both principal and interest, shall likewise 
be construed to be negotiable instruments although payable from a 
limited source. Any of the Bonds may be used by the holder thereof 
as security for the deposit of any funds belonging to the State or to 
an instrumentality or agency of the State in any instance where security 
for such deposits may be required by law. Unless otherwise directed 
by the court having jurisdiction thereof, or by the document that is 
the source of authority, a trustee, executor, administrator, guardian, or 
one acting in any other fiduciary capacity may, in addition to any other 
investment powers conferred by law, invest any fiduciary funds in 
any of the Bonds. 


“Section 10 11. Authorization to Invest Bond Proceeds in United 
States Securities. The Department may, in the discretion of the 
Director, invest all or any part of the proceeds derived from the Bonds 
that will not be presently needed for the purposes for which such 
Bonds were issued. Each such investment may be made only in 
either (a) United States securities having maturity dates on or prior 
to the dates on which it is anticipated such proceeds will be needed for 
the purposes for which the Bonds were issued or (b) certificates of 
deposit issued by a bank having its principal office in the State that 
will be secured by a collateral pledge of United States securities having 
aggregate face value not less than the amount of the proceeds so in- 
vested plus the interest that will become payable on such certificates 
of deposit at the maturities thereof. 


“Section 11 12. Severability Clause. In the event any portion of 
this Act should be declared invalid by any court of competent juris- 
diction, such invalidity shall not affect the validity of any of the re- 
maining portions of this Act, which shall continue effective. 

“Section 12 18. Effective date. This Act shall become effective 
immediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor or its 
otherwise becoming a law.”

To require that all drugs and prescriptions dispensed have a label 
conspicuously bearing either the trade name or generic name; to provide 
definitions, exceptions hereunder, and penalties for violations; and to 
authorize the Alabama state board of pharmacy to establish, prescribe, 
and promulgate standards, rules, and regulations, as necessary, to ad- 
minister and effect the provisions of this Act. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Definitions as used in this Act, unless the context 
requires a different meaning, shall be as follows: 


(a) “Person” shall mean any individual, partnership, corporation, 
or association. 


(b) “Dispense” shall mean to sell, distribute, leave with, give away, 
dispose of, deliver, or supply. 


(ec) “Label” shall mean a display of a written, printed, or graphic 
matter upon the immediate container prominently placed thereon with 
such conspicuousness as to render it likely to be read and understood by 
the ordinary individual under customary conditions of purchase or use. 


(d) “Trade name” or “generic name” shall mean to include es- 
tablished name, common, or usual name. 


(e) “Drugs” shall mean all medicinal substances, preparations, and 
devices recognized by the United States Pharmacopoeia and National 
Formulary, or any revision thereof, and all substances and preparation 
intended for external and internal use in the cure, diagnosis, mitigation, 
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treatment, or prevention of disease in man or animal and all substances 
and preparations other than food! intended to affect the structure or any 
function of the body of man or animal; and shall include legend drugs. 


(f) “Prescription” shall mean and include any order for drug or 
medical supplies, written or signed or transmitted by word of mouth, 
telephone, telegraph, closed circuit, television, or other means of com- 
munication, by a legally competent practitioner, licensed by law to 
prescribe and administer such drugs and medical supplies intended to be 
filled, compounded, or dispensed by a pharmacist. 


(g) “Pharmacist” shall mean any person licensed by the Alabama 
state board of pharmacy to practice the profession of pharmacy in the 
state of Alabama and whose license is in good standing. 


(h) “Medical practitioner” shall mean any physician, dentist, or 
veterinarian, or any other person authorized by law to treat, use, or 
prescribe medicine and drugs for sick and injured human beings or 
animals in this state. 


Section 2. All drugs drugs and prescriptions dispensed in this state 
shall have a label conspicucusly bearing either the trade name or generic 
name, whichever the medical practitioner prescribes; except, however, 
upon the medical practitioner’s written request, such labelling require- 
ments shall be waived by the pharmacist or other authorized dispenser. 


Section 3. The Alabama state board of pharmacy is authorized to 
establish, prescribe, and promulgate any standards, rules, and regula- 
tions, as necessary, to administer and effect the provisions of this Act. 


Section 4. The provisions of this Act are cumulative and shall not 
be conned to repeal or supersede any laws not directly inconsistent 
herewith. 


Section 5. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 7. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

System of Alabama, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1978. 
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(b)(1) To the extent that the provisions of this Act apply to the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, there is hereby appropriated 
from the funds from which salaries are paid the amounts sufficient to 
carry out the provisions of Section 1 of this Act for the fiscal year be- 
ginning October 1, 1978, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which the 
Legislature of Alabama continues to authorize the benefits herein pro- 
vided. In the case of those departments supported wholly by transfers 
from other state funds, there is hereby appropriated from the supporting 
funds such additional amounts as may be necessary to pay the em- 
ployer contribution of each department so supported in the same propor- 
tion as the other state funds contribute to the support and maintenance 
of such departments, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1978, and 
for each fiscal year thereafter in which the Legislature of Alabama 
continues to authorize the benefits herein provided. 


(2) The board of control of the Employees’ Retirement System of 
Alabama shall determine annually the amount required to pay the cost 
of the increased allowances under Section 1 of this Act and shall notify 
the chief fiscal officer of each employer the per centum rates of earnable 
compensation of the members required to be paid to the retirement 
system. Each employer of members of the Employees’ Retirement Sys- 
tem of Alabama shall pay on account of the increases provided in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act in the same manner and from the same source of 
funds as is provided in Section 36-27-24 of the Code of Alabama 1975, it 
being the intent of the Legislature that the cost of providing the in- 
ereases in Section 1 of this Act shall be distributed from all funds in 
proportion to the salaries paid therefrom for active members.

BILLS ON SECOND READING 


Mr. Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


S. 257. To amend 1975 Code of Alabama, Section 28-3-16, so as to 
prohibit the advertising of alcoholic beverages by billboards in “dry” 
counties; and to permit such advertising in “wet” counties. 


H. 549. To amend Section 28-3-71, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to management; qualifications of managers and employees; hours of 
operation, etc; temporary closings. 


H. 407. Further regulating the traffic in narcotic drugs by for- 
bidding unauthorized transportation or conveying of such drugs and pro- 
viding that any vehicle, boat, aircraft or other conveyance used in the 
illegal carrying or transportation of narcotic drugs shall be contraband 
and forfeited to the State of Alabama in the manner prescribed in this 
Act. 


H. 361. Relating to trees, tree seedlings and saplings of any kind or 
species on or within highway right of way in possession of, or under 
the control of the State of Alabama Highway Department: To constitute 
and make it a misdemeanor and to provide penalties for any person to 
cut down, deaden, girdle, box destroy, or to take away if already cut 
down, any tree, tree seedling or sapling of any kind or species on or

so as to provide for a procedure in cases involving invalid personal 
checks for licenses, and the voiding of such licenses. 


H. 347. To amend Section 32-7-6, Code of Alabama of 1975, com- 
monly known as the Motor Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Act, so as to 
increase the security required therein. 


H. 529. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of this State 
validating certain general acts of local application on a population basis 
and providing the method for amending such acts. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the

(With Amendment): To prohibit the obtaining of or at- 
tempting to obtain certain releases of liability or statements from in- 
jured persons within fifteen days from the date of the occurrence causing 
the injury, and to prohibit the use of such releases and statements in 
evidence in any court.

To amend Act No. 607, S. 33 of the 1977 Regular Session 
of the Alabama Legislature (Acts 1977, p. 853), known as the “Alabama 
Criminal Code” so as to include the theft of cattle, swine, horses, mules, 
asses or sheep regardless of their value under Section 3203, relating to 
theft of property in the second degree. 


Mr. Manley, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 571. (With Amendment): To amend Act No. 607 (Regular Ses- 
sion, 1977) to create the crime of Harassment by Telephone and to pro- 
vide punishment therefor. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 417. (With Amendment): To protect the public safety by pro- 
viding for notices to public utilities by persons excavating or discharging 
explosives near utility facilities or demolishing buildings containing 
utility facilities; to provide for notices to affected parties when under- 
ground facilities are damaged; to provide for the establishment of a re- 
buttable presumption of negligence for failure to comply with certain 
provisions of this act, and to prescribe penalties for violations hereof. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 435. To amend Section 32-6-130, Code of Alabama 1975 which 
provides for the issuance of special license plates by the Probate Judge 
of the County to disabled veterans so as to include veterans whose dis- 
ability exceeds 50% and to increase the cost of such tags from one dollar 
to five dollars. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Ad- 
ministration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report, with substitute, and it was read a second timé and placed 
on the Calendar, to-wit:

Bosment System of Alabama, for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1978. 


(b) (1) To the extent that the provisions of this Act apply to the 
Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, there is hereby appropriated 
from the funds from which salaries are paid the amounts sufficient to 
carry out the provisions of Section 1 of this Act for the fiscal year be- 
ginning October 1, 1978, and for each fiscal year thereafter in which 
the Legislature of Alabama continues to authorize the benefits herein 
provided.

(b) Any person retired under the Judicial Retirement System pro- 
vided for in Code of Alabama 1975, Chapter 12-18, shall not be deemed 
a retiree of the teachers’ or employees’ retirement systems for purposes 
of this Act, and shall not be entitled to receive the supplemental bene- 
fits herein provided.

To establish a student assistance program in the State of Alabama to 
be known as the Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Program, which will 
guarantee loans made by approved lenders to residents of Alabama who 
are attending or plan to attend qualified institutions in the State or 
elsewhere, for the purpose of assisting them in meeting educational 
expenses; to set forth legislative findings and purposes underlying the 
Program; to designate the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
to administer the program; to vest the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education with the powers and duties reasonably needed for the effective 
implementation and administration of the Program; to provide for 
periodic auditing of approved institutions; to provide a penalty for false 
statements of misrepresentation in connection with the Program; to 
establish continuance of the Program; to designate the Attorney General 
as legal counsel for the Program; to make an appropriation establishing 
the Program from the Special Educational Trust Fund; to provide for 
severability; to repeal conflicting laws; and to provide an effective date. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Definitions. 


As used in this Act, unless the context clearly requires a different 
meaning, the following words shall mean: 


“ACHE”—The Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 


“Approved Lender”—Any qualified institution; or any bank, trust 
company, building and loan association or credit union, whose primary 
consumer credit function is not the making of insured student loans 
and which is examined and supervised by the appropriate State or 
Federal regulatory agency. 
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“Full-time Student”—A student who is carrying the normal] full- 
time academic workload and is maintaining satisfactory academic pro- 
gress as defined by the educational institution in which he is enrolled. 


“Half-time Student”—A student who is carrying at least one-half 
of the normal full-time academic workload as determined by the educa- 
tional institution in which he is enrolled. : 


“Qualified Institution’—-Any postsecondary educational institution 
which is approved by the Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
for the purposes of this Program. However, an institution offering ex- 
clusively correspondence, independent study or home courses is not a 
qualified institution. 


“Resident of Alabama’—For purposes of this Act, a resident is a 
person who attends a qualified institution within the State of Alabama 
or who lives in Alabama and attends a qualified institution outside the 
state. 


Section 2. Legislative Findings and Purposes. 


The legislature declares that there exists within the State of Ala- 
bama a lack of sufficient availability of loans to residents of Alabama 
who choose to attend a college or university and who have a financial 
need in order to pay a portion of all of such residents’ educational related 
expenses at the college or university. 


This act establishes a guaranteed student loan program which is 
eae to provide increased access to educational loans for Alabama 
residents, 


Section 3. Program Administration. 


The Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Program created under 
this Act shall be administered by the Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education. The Executive Director of the Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education shall have the primary responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of the Program, including appropriate staffing, in accordance 
with rules, regulations, policies, and procedures to be promulgated by 
the Alabama Commission on Higher Education. 


Section 4. Basic Powers And Duties Of The Alabama Commission 
On Higher Education For The Alabama Guaranteed Student Loan Pro- 
gram. 


Basic Powers. The Alabama Commission on Higher Education 
(ACHE) is authorized and empowered to promulgate such rules, regula- 
tions, policies, and procedures as may be reasonable and proper in order 
to carry out the provisions and purposes of this Act. Without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the ACHE is authorized and empowered: 


(a) To establish eligibility criteria for participating postsecondary 
educational institutions; 


(b) To establish reasonable eligibility criteria for the initial and 
continuing participation of approved lenders in the student loan pro- 
gram; 


(c) To guarantee loans made by approved lenders upon conditions 
prescribed by ACHE to residents who are attending or plan to attend 
qualified institutions in the state or elsewhere, for the purpose of assist- 
ing them in meeting educational expenses. ACHE shall guarantee one- 
hundred percent of the principal and interest on the loans. However, the 
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rate of interest on guaranteed loans may not exceed the annual rate 
of simple interest prescribed for state student loan guarantee programs 
pursuant to Federal law; 


(d) To guarantee loans only to students who attend or plan to at- 
tend a qualified institution, who are at least half-time students, and 
who are accepted by the qualified institution; 


(e) To enter into contracts and guaranty agreement with approved 
lenders, state governmental agencies, corporations, and United States 
governmental agencies, including agreements for federal insurance of 
losses resulting from death, default, bankruptcy or total and permanent 
disability of student borrowers; 


(f) To pay the lender an administrative allowance of one percent 
of the principal amount of the loan up to a maximum of $10.00 per 
students granted and disbursed a guaranteed student loan in any given 
year; a year for purposes of this section shall be 1 October through 30 
September. 


(g) To require that any loan guaranteed be disbursed and repaid in 
the manner and time that ACHE prescribes; 


(h) To remove an educational institution’s qualified status upon 
finding, after reasonable notice and hearing, that the qualified institu- 
tion fails to meet the standards established by the Commission; 


(i) To accept, use and disburse all funds made available to the 
Alabama Commission on Higher Education for the Alabama Guaranteed 
Student Loan Program; 


(j) To collect an insurance premium of not more than one per- 
cent per annum of the principal amount of the loan. The premium shall 
cover only the period beginning with the date of disbursement of the 
loan and ending nine to twelve months after the date on which the 
borrower will graduate from the educational institution which he will 
be attending during the period for which the loan is sought; and 


(k) To take, hold and administer, on behalf of the loan program, 
property and monies and the interest and income derived from them 
either absolutely or in trust. The Commission may accept gifts, be- 
quests, devices and loans for the purposes of this Program. No obliga- 
tion of the loan program for losses on student loans resulting from 
death, default, bankruptcy, or total or permanent disability of the 
student borrowers is a debt of the State of Alabama, but shall be pay- 
able solely from the student loan program reserve funds. 


Basic Duties. ACHE shall be responsible for the effective imple- 
mentation and administration of the Program. ACHE shall issue public 
information; design all forms needed for the effective administration 
of the Program; process all applications, certifications of eligibility, and 
claims; implement effective collection procedures; and promulgate and 
implement all rules, regulations, policies and procedures reasonably 
needed for the effective administration of the Program. Without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing, the basic duties of ACHE also include 
administration in the following areas: 


(a) Funds received under the loan program shall be deposited by 
ACHE in a separate account known as the “student loan program fund.” 
The money remaining in the student loan program fund at the end of 
a state fiscal year shall not revert to the Special Educational Trust 
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Fund or any other State fund. After consultation with the director of 
the loan program, ACHE shall invest such funds. The funds invested 
and any income earned on amounts so invested shall become a part 
of the student loan program fund. 


(b) The property, income, obligations, and activities of the program 
are exempt from all state and local taxation. 


(ec) Upon default by the student borrower on a loan guaranteed 
under this Program, and before the commencement of a suit or other 
enforcement proceedings upon security for the loan, the holder of the 
guaranteed loan obligation shall promptly notify ACHE and ACHE shall 
draw upon the student loan program fund and shall pay the holder of 
that loan as soon as the amount is determined. ACHE shall determine 
the amount of loss in accordance with its rules; however, the amount of 
loss may not exceed the unpaid balance of the principal amount and 
the unpaid accrued interest. 


Upon payment by ACHE of the guaranteed portion of the loss, 
ACHE shall be subrogated to the rights of the holder of the obligation 
upon the insured loan, and ACHE shall be entitled to an assignment of 
the note or other evidence of the guaranteed loan by the holder. 


This section does not preclude any forbearance for the benefit of the 
ogre borrower agreed upon by the parties to the guaranteed loan 
and ACHE, 


The holder of a guaranteed loan shall exercise reasonable care and 
diligence in the making and collecting of loans. ACHE may disqualify 
an approved lender from the guarantee of further loans upon finding, 
after reasonable notice and hearing, that the lender has substantially 
failed to exercise reasonable care and diligence in the making and col- 
lecting of loans. The disqualification shall continue until ACHE is satis- 
fied that the lender will exercise reasonable care and diligence in the 
future. 


Section 5. Audit. 


Each approved institution and qualified institution shall be subject 
to examination at any time by ACHE or the Examiner of Public Ac- 
counts for the purpose of determining whether such institution has com- 
plied with the provisions of this Act and the rules and regulations 
promulgated pursuant to this Act. 


Section 6. False Statements or Misrepresentations. 


Any person who knowingly makes or furnishes any false statement 
or misrepresentation, or who accepts such false statement or misrepre- 
sentation knowing the same to be false, for the purpose of enabling an 
individual or institution to wrongfully obtain monies under this program, 
shall be guilty of a Class A misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, 
shall be subject to a fine or to imprisonment, or to both, as such mis- 
demeanor is defined in Act. No. 607, S. 33 of the 1977 Regular Session 
(Acts 1977, Vol. II, p. 812). 


Section 7. Continuance Of The Program. 


The loan program may not be dissolved until all guaranteed loans 
have been repaid by the borrower or, if in default, by ACHE. Upon dis- 
solution of the loan program, all the property and monies of the program 
not owed to the Federal government shall vest in the Special Educational 
Trust Fund. 
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Section 8. Legal Counsel For The Program. 


The Attorney General or his agent shall act as legal counsel to 
ACHE. When the collection of loans on which ACHE has met its guarantee 
obligation requires legal action outside the State of Alabama, ACHE, 
upon recommendation of the Attorney General, may employ private, 
out-of-state counsel and expend its own funds to pay for this service. 


Section 9. Appropriations. 


There is hereby appropriated from the Special Educational Trust 
Fund of the State of Alabama the sum of Three Hundred Thousand 
Dollars ($300,000.00) for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978. This 
appropriation shall be used only for the purposes of establishing a reserve 
fund for guaranteeing loans to eligible students attending qualified 
institutions as defined in this Act and the administrative expenses in- 
cident thereto, and implementing the provisions of this Act. 


Section 10. Severability. 


The provisions of this Act are severable, If any section, paragraph, 
sentence, clause, provision, or portion of this Act be held unconstitu- 
tional or invalid, such holding shail not affect any other section, para- 
graph, sentence, clause, provision, or other portion of this Act. 


Section 11. Conflicting Laws. 
All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this Act are repealed. 


Section 12. Effective Date. 


This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor or upon its otherwise becoming law.

WHEREAS, The Capitol of Alabama has been moved several times 
in the past for various reasons and there is no reason it should not be 
moved again if there be good cause; and 


WHEREAS, Section 78 of the Constitution specifies that all that is 
necessary to move the Capitol is for the Legislature to pass an act 
specifying the new location and that this issue be submitted to a vote of 
the people at the next general election; and 


WHEREAS, Mayor Folmar desires this Legislature to pass an act 
greatly expanding the boundaries of his city, which act might not be 
needed if the State Capitol were removed; and 


WHEREAS, there are other metropolises in our state, specifically 
Mobile, Alabama, that would welcome the center of state government, 
both as a prestigious addition to their community and as a multi-million 
dollar asset to their city’s economy; now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That there is hereby created a 
joint interim committee to be composed of three members of the House 
and two members of the Senate to be appointed by the presiding officer 
of each house, and none of whom shall represent any part of Montgomery 
County. The members of the committee shall elect from among their 
membership a chairman and vice chairman. The committee shall make 
an in-depth study as to the feasibility of moving the State Capitol to 
Mobile, gaa where the presence of state government will be ap- 
preciated. 


The committee shall have subpoena power and the power to punish 
for contempt of a committee of the Legislature. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the committee’s work. 


The committee shall report its findings, conclusions and recommen- 
dations to the legislature not later than the fifth legislative day of 1979

and made a part hereof by reference: 


1. Should HB be published as a proposed local law pursuant 
to Section 106 of the Constitution? 
2. Would HB , if enacted, without publication in the affected 


county, violate that portion of Section 105 of the Constitution which 
prohibits the legislature from indirectly enacting any special, private 
or local law by the partial repeal of a general law? 


3. Even if published in the affected county in accordance with 
Section 106 of the Constitution, would HB , if enacted, still violate 
Section 105 of the Constitution? 
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RESOLVED FURTHER, That the Clerk of the House of Representa- 
tives is hereby directed to serid sufficient copies of the pending bill, 
HB , to the Clerk of the Supreme Court of Alabama, and to trans- 
mit this request to the Justices of the Supreme Court forthwith upon 
adoption of this Resolution.

H. 244, (With Substitute) (With Amendment): To make appropria- 
tions for the ordinary expenses of the executive, legislative and judicial 
departments of the State, for other functions of government, and for 
interest on the public debt and for the public schools for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1978. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 526. (With Substitute): To provide for the exemption from the 
utility service use taxation any person who is totally disabled or who 
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is sixty-five years of age or older and who had an adjusted gross income 
of less than $5,000.00 for income tax purposes for the last preceding year. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 581, To make annual appropriations to the State Department of 
Education for the purpose of providing related instruction to all types 
of apprenticeship programs conducted by the local school systems and 
postsecondary colleges/institutions operating under jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Education.

H. 506. (With Amendment): To provide twenty dollars per month 
for each retired educator to be used for hospital-medical insurance; to 
appropriate $3,600,000 from the Alabama Special Educational Trust 
Fund; to provide for the system of payment. 


H. 513. (With Amendment): To provide for a fee to be paid for 
filing or recording any instrument conveying real estate or any interest 
therein and for such fee to be forwarded to the State Treasurer; to pro- 
vide for the disposition of said funds by the State Treasurer; to provide 
that all funds paid out by the State Treasurer shall be budgeted and 
allotted; and further providing that any monies in the Land Surveys 
Fund in excess of $100,000.00 at the end of any state fiscal year shall be 
transferred into the General Fund of the State.

To amend Section 25-2-12, Code of Alabama, 1975, as last 
amended, which relates to the board of appeals for the state of Alabama, 
department of industrial relations. 


H. 337. To appropriate funds from both the Special Educational 
Trust Fund and the General Fund to the state Lands Division of the 
Department of Conservation and Natural Resources for the purpose of 
surveying and setting land lines on public school lands, 


H. 123. To make an appropriation from the state treasury for the 
relief of J. W. Hunter. 
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H. 344. To exempt all disability income as defined in this Act 
from state income taxation; and to authorize the commissioner of revenue 
to promulgate any reasonable rules and regulations necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act.

H. 610. (With Substitute): To provide further for the distribution 
of the profits of the ABC Board. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 608. To authorize Alabama Building Finance Authority to sell 
and issue not exceeding $18,000,000 principal amount of bonds for the 
purpose of constructing public office building facilities and altering, 
constructing additions to, and improving and renovating certain existing 
public office building facilities, and removing existing structures, and 
for the procurement of sites and equipment for such facilities or addi- 
tions thereto, and for the construction of parking facilities; to authorize 
the issuance of refunding bonds; to provide for the investment of the 
proceeds from the sale of the bonds of the Authority; to provide that 
all properties of the Authority and the income therefrom and all bonds 
issued and the income therefrom and all leases made and the recording 
thereof and all lien notices filed shall be exempt from all taxation in 
the State of Alabama; to provide that such bonds shall constitute 
negotiable instruments; to provide that such bonds shall be payable 
solely out of revenues of the Authority and shall not create obligations 
or debts of the state; to provide that any bonds issued by the Authority 
may be used as security for deposits and investment of public funds 
and fiduciary funds; to specify the application of the proceeds of the 
bonds of the Authority; to provide for the construction of public office 
building facilities, the alteration, construction of additions to, and im- 
provement and renovation of certain existing public office building 
facilities and for the equipment of such facilities or additions thereto by 
the Authority; to authorize the removal of existing structures and the 
construction of parking facilities; to authorize the conveyance to the 
Authority of lands owned by the state; to authorize the purchase of cer- 
tain real property for such purposes; to create a reserve fund for the 
benefit of the bonds of the Authority; to authorize the Authority to 
pledge such revenues from its facilities (when and as such revenues 
become available to the Authority) which may be necessary to pay the 
principal of and interest on its bonds; to authorize the filing for record 
of an instrument reciting the issuance of the bonds and the creation 
of the pledge as a lien on the revenues, which filing will constitute 
constructive notice; to provide that the State Treasurer shall be the 
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custodian of the funds of the Authority; to provide for the lease to and 
by agencies, boards, commissions, public corporatioms, bureaus and de- 
partments of the State of Alabama and of the United States, counties, 
municipal corporations, other public bodies, and private persons, firms, 
corporations or associations, of space for occupaney in said facilities 
or additions thereto; to amend Section 25 of Act No. 658 enacted at 
the 1961 Regular Session of the Legislature of Alabama; to amend 
Section 18 of Act No. 205 enacted at the 1955 Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama; and to autorize publication of notice of the 
resolution authorizing any bonds or pledge and to specify a limitation 
a we thereafter for actions or defenses respecting said bonds or 
pledge. 


H. 640. To permit the Legislative Committee on Public Accounts 
to fix the salary from time to time of the Chief Examiner of Public 
Accounts and the Assistant Chief Examiner of Public Accounts. 


H. 676. To propose and provide for the submission of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as amended, to require that 
elections on constitutional amendments be held at the next general elec- 
tion which is held in an even-numbered year, and that constitutional 
amendments that are not general shall only be submitted to the people 
of the county or municipality directly affected. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


H. 678. To amend Section 25-4-146 of the Code of Alabama, 1975, 
which relates to status as peace officers and police powers of certain 
employees of the Department of Industrial Relations, in order to extend 
to those employees of the Alabama Department of Industrial Relations 
who are designated peace officers police power to enforce the criminal 
laws of the State, such power being presently limited to enforcing the 
Alabama Unemployment Compensation Law. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with amendment, and they were severally read a second time 
and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 578. (With Amendment): To amend Section 2 of Act No. 633, 
S. 222, Approved May 18, 1977 (Acts, Regular and Special Sessions, 1977, 
Vol. II, p. 942), which act provides for appointment and compensation 
of three staff attorneys and one stenographer for the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals. 


H. 420. (With Amendment): To appropriate $600,000 from the gen- 
eral fund of the state treasury to the Department of Public Safety for 
the purpose of constructing and equipping of a district trooper office in 
Houston County. 


H. 448. (With Amendment): To exempt the Grand Chapter of the 
Order of the Eastern Star of the State of Alabama from the payment of 
all state, county and municipal sales and use taxes. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 530. To make an emergency supplemental appropriation from 
the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund to the Randolph County 
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Board of Education to be used to restore or replace the Folsom Junior 
High School which was damaged by fire. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 537. (With Amendment): To amend Section 28-3-41 of the Code 
of Alabama 1975 relating to the compensation of the members of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board so as to provide further for the com- 
pensation of such members. 


Mr. Merrill, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 611. To appropriate money to the Highway Department to erect 
the Saturn BI Rocket at the Ardmore Welcome Center. 


H. 601. To amend Section 40-23-4 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to exemptions from the state sales tax so as to delete certain 
provisions restricting the exemption relating to ships, vessels and barges 
to those vessels constructed or built within this state. 


Mr. Lutz, Vice-Chairman of the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 199. To amend the Code of Alabama 1940, Title 51, Section 618, 
as amended, relating to the recordation of deeds, bills of sale, and other 
instruments of conveyance, so as to require the grantee or his agent to 
state under oath the value of the property being conveyed, and prescrib- 
ing penalties. 


H. 393. To provide that in addition to any punishment prescribed 
by law, the courts, in passing sentence, shall order any person convicted 
of the issuance of a worthless check, or similar offense, to make restitu- 
tion and pay court costs; and to repeal Act No. 795, H. 646 of the 1977 
Regular Session. 


H. 565. To amend Code of Alabama 1975, Section 6-5-410, which 
relates to actions for wrongful death, so as to include among the wrong- 
ful acts causing death for which an action may be brought, breach of 
warranty, the sale or distribution of defective goods, and the sale or 
furnishing of intoxicating liquors to minors or intoxicated persons when 
a cause of action therefor is authorized by Sections 6-5-70 or 6-5-71, to 
define the type and nature of damages recoverable in such actions; and 
to make the provisions of this act applicable in actions currently pend- 
ing as well as actions hereafter brought; and to repeal Act No. 113, H. 
88 of the First Special Session of 1956, and other conflicting laws. 


H. 592. To provide that it shall be a Class A misdemeanor to burn 
or attempt to burn a cross on any public right-of-way or on private prop- 
erty without the permission of the owner and to prescribe penalty for 
conviction of such unlawful act. 


H. 593. To further amend the Code of Alabama 1975, Section 6-10-2, 
relating to the Homestead exemption from levy and sale under execution 
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or other process for the collection of debts, so as to raise the amount 
of such exemption from $2,000 to $6,000. 


H. 598. To further amend Section 22-52-3 of the Code of Alabama, 
1975, as amended and re-enacted, which act relates to the commitment 
of mentally ill persons and the rights and procedures for the involuntary 
commitment of such persons, so as to further regulate notice require- 
ments. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Adminis- 
tration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, with substitute, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 534, (With Substitute): To provide an additional alternative pro- 
cedure whereby incorporated municipalities of this state may alter their 
corporate limits to incorporate into their boundaries certain contiguous 
unincorporated territory upon petition of certain majority landowners 
of the area sought to be annexed. 


Mr. Owens, Chairman of the Standing Committee on State Adminis- 
tration, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the fol- 
lowing bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable 
report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 406. To amend Section 35-2-52 of the Code of Alabama (1975), 
so that it shall be the duty of every Probate Judge in this State to 
decline to receive for record in his office any map or plat upon which 
any lands lying outside of the corporate limits of any City of this 
State are platted or mapped as Streets, Alleys or other public ways un- 
less such map or plat shall have noted thereon the approval of the 
governing body of the County in which said lands lie, and to repeal all 
laws, general or local in conflict therewith. 


H. 382. To define certain types of motorized bicycles, prescribe the 
licensing procedure and allocation of license fees, applies certain rules 
of the road and safety requirements and requires no insurance for the 
operation of said motorized vehicles. 


H. 533. To amend Section 41-9-96 Code of Alabama, 1975, which 
relates to the collection of license and permit fees by the state boxing 
and wrestling commission for the holding of a boxing, wrestling or spar- 
ring match or exhibition, so as to provide further for the collection of 
fees from certain patriotic organizations for the holding of such events. 


H. 627. To create a nonprofit unincorporated legal entity to be 
known as the Alabama Insurance Guaranty Association; stating that the 
purpose of this act is to provide a mechanism for the payment of claims 
of claimants and policyholders of certain insolvent insurance companies; 
providing for a Board of Directors and prescribing the powers and duties 
of the association; providing for a plan of operation of the association 
subject to the approval of the commissioner of Insurance; prescribing

the duties and powers of the commissioner of Insurance; providing that 
the association shall be subject to examination and regulation of the com- 
missioner of Insurance. 


H. 29. To repeal Sections 39-4-1—39-4-18, Code of Alabama 1975 
which provides for the payment of the prevailing minimum wages under 
public works projects. 
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H. 5. To indemnify the Commissioner of the Board of Corrections, 
Deputy Commissioners, members of the Board of Corrections, and other 
officers, employees and agents of the Board of Corrections, for acts 
arising out of and performed in connection with their official duties in 
behalf of the State of Alabama-. 


H. 471. To amend Sectioms 36-21-68 and 36-21-70 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, so as to cut off monthly contributions for members of 
the Peace Officers’ Annuity amd Benefit Fund with 30 years or more 
service, and to effect a general increase in the schedule of benefits. 


H. 472. To create in the State of Alabama a “Joint Advisory Board 
of Family Practice” to further the supply of competent family physicians; 
to provide for the Board’s membership number and selection; and to 
establish the duties and authorities of the Advisory Board. 


H. 624. To amend Section 34-1-8 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
which relates to the registration of public accountants so as to provide 
further for the registration of persons as a public accountant who have 
received a college degree with a major in accounting. 


H. 522, To amend Section 16-53-3, Code of Alabama 1975, relating 
to the board of trustees of Livingston University, so as to further pro- 
vide for the membership of such board. 


H. 4. To further amend Section 10 of Act No. 1, H. 46, 1945 Regular 
Session [Acts of 1945, p. 6; now appearing in Code of Alabama Recompiled 
1958, Title 26, Section 179 (33)], relating to the meetings of the Oil and 
Gas board so as to require the board to give written notice via letter to 
land-owners affected by proposed actions of such meetings. 


H. 205. Requiring that every driver or employer involved in an 
automobile or motor vehicle accident establish proof of financial re- 
sponsibility with the director of public safety for liability resulting from 
the accident in the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) for the 
bodily injury to or death of one person in any one accident, twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) for the bodily injury or death of two or more 
persons in any one accident, and five thousand dollars ($5,000) because 
of injury to or destruction of property of others in any one accident. 
Violation of the provisions of this Act is a misdemeanor punishable on 
the first and second offense by fine, and in the third and subsequent 
offenses by fine, suspension and surrender of driver’s license and vehicle 
registration for a period of ninety (90) days or until proof of financial 
responsibility to cover a period of at least two years from the date of 
the third or any subsequent offense. Half of the fines collected under 
this Act shall be paid to the Department of Public Safety, to defray the 
cost of enforcing the provisions of this Act. The remainder of the fines 
are payable into the general fund. The director of public safety is re- 
sponsible for enforcing the provisions of this Act. 


H. 555. To authorize and direct the state forester to establish a 
steering committee to represent rural community fire departments and 
to define the duties of said committee; and to authorize the state forester 
to establish other committees as needed for advice in other forestry mat- 
ters, 


_H. 605. To name the building which houses the office and labora- 
tories of the State Toxiocologist in Auburn, Alabama, the “C. J. Rehling 
Laboratories.” 


H. 553. To further amend Section 41-9-243, Code of Alabama 1975, 
which provides for the membership of the Alabama Historical Commis- 
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sion, so as to include the chairman of the Live In A Landmark Council 
as a member of said commission. 


H. 662. To name and designate the new law center at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, Tuscaloosa Campus, “George C. Wallace Hall.” 


Mr. Falkenburg, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted om the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 632. To amend Section 6-5-333 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
relating to dentists constituting utilization and quality control commit- 
tees, peer review committees or professional standards review commit- 
tees. 


Mr. Falkenburg, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit: 


H. 84, (With Amendments): To vest regulatory authority over. 
hazardous waste management in the State Board of Health: to authorize 
the Board to accept and administer lands to be used as disposal sites 
for hazardous wastes; to vest perpetual responsibility for such sites in 
the State; to establish the Hazardous Wastes Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee; to place certain responsibilities for hazardous waste manage- 
ment upon the Board; to empower the Board to develop and revise 
criteria for identifying hazardous wastes and to list such wastes; to 
empower the Board to adopt and revise rules and regulations, guide- 
lines, criteria and standards; to require permits for hazardous waste 
management practices and establish procedures for such permitting; to 
require generators of hazardous wastes to dispose of such wastes in an 
approved manner; to place certain responsibilities upon generators of 
hazardous wastes, transporters of hazardous wastes and operators of 
hazardous waste storage and treatment facilities and disposal sites; to 
require the use of a manifest; to require the reporting of hazardous 
wastes generated by the generator; to provide for penalties and remedies; 
to provide for administration and enforcement; to allow appeal; and 
to establish the Hazardous Wastes Management Fund and to make ap- 
propriations therefrom. 


Mr, Falkenburg, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 652. To amend the preamble, Sections 2-e, 2-f, 3, 5, 7, and 9 of 
Act No. 1197, Regular Session 1975, which act relates to the public 
health and which may be referred to as the State Health Planning and 
Development Act of 1975, so as to bring that act into conformity with 
Public Law 93-641, “The National Health Planning and Resources 
Development Act of 1974.” 


Mr. Kinsey, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Insurance, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and 
they were severally read a second time and placd on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 568. To amend section 27-36-2, Code of Alabama 1975, which 
provides for the maintenance of unearned premium reserves by title 
insurers in an amount not less than ten percent of the total amount of 
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risk premiums written in the calendar year for title insurance contracts 
and provides for the reduction of the reserve applicable to the contract 
by five percent during each of the twenty years following the year in 
which the contract was issued. 


H. 239. To amend Section 27-27-26 of the Code of Alabama 1975 
relating to pecuniary liabilities and interests of certain emplroyees, 
officers and directors of domestic insurers so as to provide further for 
such liabilities and interests of certain stockholders of such insurers. 


Mr. Reed, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Public Welfare, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 653. To require that certain businesses which intend to close 
shall give notice of such intent to the Alabama Development Office and 
provides for the formation of a commission to do whatever is possible to 
prevent the closing of such businesses. 


Mr. Cross, Chairman of the Standing Committee on Commerce and 
Transportation, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favor- 
able report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, 
to-wit:

RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was introduced: 
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By Messrs. Gafford and Falkenburg: 


H. J. R. 418. CONDEMNING THE COMMUTATION OF THE 
DEATH PENALTY BY CIRCUIT JUDGE CHARLES NICE IN THE 
CASE OF CONVICTED MURDERER, TONY NOLEN. 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama has noted with abhorence 
the commutation of the death penalty by Circuit Judge Charles Nice 
in the case of Tony Nolen, who was convicted of the brutal robbery- 
murder of Nigel Harlan of Chicago in Jefferson County; and 


WHEREAS, under Alabama’s capital punishment law, authority to 
commute a jury’s death sentemce is granted a trial judge only if he 
finds mitigating circumstances; in this case, according to Judge Nice, 
two such factors were a pre-sentence report of “no significant history 
of prior criminal activity” and the report of two psychiatrists indicating 
that the defendant “seemed to be a relatively weak individual easily 
led or manipulated by stronger personalities”; and 


WHEREAS, in fact, one fails to see how the atrocities committed 
by Tony Nolen could possible be lessened by previous activities, criminal 
or otherwise, significant or not; testimony offered during trial laid bare 
the inhumane actions of the defendant who having shot and robbed his 
victim, and leaving him for dead, returned to shoot him yet again despite 
please made in mortal agony by the helpless Nigel Harlan; and 


WHEREAS, one must note that psychiatric testimony in no way 
refuted the fact that Tony Nolen in committing such a heinous crime 
was in possession of his faculties and aware of his actions and the con- 
sequences even as he ignored is victim’s pleas for mercy; and 


WHEREAS, such a decision as that of Judge Nice makes mockery of 
the judgment of the jury which was both aware of and sensitive to the 
peel facts and circumstances surrounding the premeditated killing 
in cold blood of one human being by another; and 


WHEREAS, this was the first case in Jefferson County, under the 
new law, in which a white person was to be sentenced to death, and 
Judge Nice’s commutation can only serve to support the contention of 
opponents of the death penalty that the law is discriminately applied; 
now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That we deplore, condemn and 
unequivocally reject the commutation of the death penalty by Jefferson 
County Circuit Judge Charles Nice in the case of convicted murderer 
Tony Nolen. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That we call upon the presiding 
judge of Jefferson County to refrain in the future from appointing Judge 
Nice to sit in cases of this magnitude. 


The resolution, H. J. R. 418, was read and referred to the Standing

Proposing an amendment to further amend Article XI, Section 217, 
of the Constitution of Alabama 1901 relative to ad valorem taxation; 
cond providing for the assessment of taxable property and the levy 
of such tax. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to Article XI, Section 217, 
of the Constitution of Alabama 1901, as amended, is proposed, to become 
valid as a part of the Constitution when, except as otherwise provided 
in Section 5 hereof, approved by a majority of the qualified electors 
voting thereon and upon proclamation by the Governor: 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT 


“Section 217 (a). All taxable property within this State, not exempt 
by law, shall be divided into the following classes for the purposes of ad 
valorem taxation: 


Class I. All property of utilities used in the business of such 
utilities,

Class II. All property not otherwise classifed, 
Class III. All agricultural, forest and residential property. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the State, all taxable 
property shall be forever taxed at the same rate, and such property shall 
be assessed for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes thereof 
as herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property. 


Class I. 30 percentum 
Class II. 25 percentum 
Class III. 15 percentum 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, mu- 
nicipalities or other taxing authority, all taxable property shall be for- 
ever taxed at the same rate, amd such property shall be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes according to the classes of property defined in 
paragraph (a) herein and at the same ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value thereof as fixed in paragraph (b) 
herein, provided however, that the Legislature may vary the ratio of 
assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value as to any class 
of property as defined in paragraph (b) herein, and, without limiting the 
foregoing, provided further, that the Legislature may fix a uniform 
ratio of assessment of all property within a county defined in para- 
graph (a) herein as Class II and Class III and may fix a different ratio 
of assessment for property defined in paragraph (a) as Class I. Such 
ratios as herein authorized may vary among counties so long as each 
such ratio within each class is uniform within a county. Such ratios 
previously fixed by act of the Legislature under constitutional authority 
shall remain in full force and effect until changed by further legislative 
action. 


No class of property shall have a ratio of assessed value to fair and 
reasonable market value of less than 15 10 percentum nor more than 35 
percentum. 


(d) With respect to the assessment of taxable property, the fair and

Section 217. (a) All taxable property within this state, not exempt 
by law, shall be divided into the following classes for the purposes of 
ad valorem taxation: 


Class J. All property of utilities used in the business of such 
utilities, 


Class II. All property not otherwise classified, 
Class III, All agricultural, certain forest and residential property. 


(b) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by the state, all taxable 
property shall be forever taxed at the same rate, and such property 
shall be assessed for ad valorem tax purposes according to the classes 
thereof as herein defined at the following ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value of such property: 


Class I. 30 per centum, 
Class II. 25 per centum, 
Class II. 10 per centum. 


_ With respect to timber land, the ten per centum ratio shall be ap- 
plicable to only the first one thousand acres; all such acreage over one 
thousand shall be at the rate of twenty per centum., 


(c) With respect to ad valorem taxes levied by counties, munici- 
palities or other taxing authority, all taxable property shall be forever 
taxed at the same rate, and such property shall be assessed for ad 
valorem tax purposes according to the classes of property defined in 
paragraph (a) herein and at the same ratios of assessed value to the 
fair and reasonable market value thereof as fixed in paragraph (b) 
herein, provided, however, that the legislature may vary the ratio of 
assessed value to the fair and reasonable market value as to any class 
of property as defined in paragraph (b) herein, and provided, further, 
that the legislature may fix a uniform ratio of assessment of all property 
within a county defined in paragraph (a) herein as Class II and III and 
may fix a different ratio of assessment for property defined in paragraph 
(a) as Class I. Such ratios as herein authorized may vary among counties 
so long as each such ratio is uniform within a county. 


No class of property shall have a ratio of assessed value to fair and 
reasonable market value of less than 10 per centum nor more than 35 
per centum. 


With respect to the assessment of taxable property, the fair and 
reasonable market value of such property shall not be based on a 
speculative prospective value which the property may have if it is put 
to some other possible use, or handled in some other manner other than 
its use or the manner of its handling at the time of the assessment; the 
use to which the property is being put at the time of the assessment 
shall be conclusively presumed to be its highest and best use. Provided, 
however, when and if such property assessed at its current use is 
changed to a use which results in a higher assessed value, such property 
shall be immediately subject to additional taxes which shall be desig- 
nated as “roll back” taxes and shall be levied as follows: In an amount 
equal to the difference, if any, between (a) the taxes paid or payable on 
the basis of current use valuation and (b) the taxes that would have 
been paid or payable had the property been valued at the higher 
assessed value resulting from the said change in use. Such additiona! 
retroactive roll back taxes shall be due for the year in which the us: 
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of the property is changed and for the lesser of (a) the immediately 
preceding five tax years or (b) the number of tax years for which the 
property was valued under current use valuation principles, 


(d) A county, municipality, or other taxing authority may de- 
crease any ad valorem tax rate at any time, provided such decrease 
shall not jeopardize the payment of any bonded indebtedness secured by 
such tax. When the tax assessor of each county shall complete the 
assembly of the assessment book for his county for the ad valorem tax 
year immediately following the completion of the reappraisal of all 
property within the county as required by law and the computation o: 
ad valorem taxes that will be paid upon such assessment, he shall 
certify to each authority within his county that levies an ad valorem tax 
the amount of ad valorem tax that will be produced by every levy in 
that year but excluding for this purpose any assessment of property 
added to the tax rolls of such county for the tax year in which such 
certification is made that was not included on the tax rolls for the nex: 
preceding tax year. If it shall appear that the estimated ad valorem 
tax receipts from any levy so estimated shall be less than the receipts 
from the same levy during the next preceding ad valorem tax year, 
then the levying authority shall increase each tax rate by such millage 
as is necessary to produce revenue that is not less than and that is sub- 
stantially equal to that received during such immediately preceding 
tax year. It is further provided that any and all millage adjustments 
shall be made in increments of not less than % mill. The adjustment 
herein required shall be made only one time and shall be made in the 
ad valorem tax year immediately following the adoption of this amend- 
ment. 


(e) Any county, municipality, or other taxing authority may in- 
crease the rate at which ad valorem taxes are levied above the limit 
now provided in the Constitution provided that the proposed increase 
shall have been (1) proposed by the authority having power to levy the 
tax after a public hearing on such proposal, (2) thereafter approved 
by an act of the legislature, and (3) subsequently approved by a ma- 
jority vote of the qualified electors of the area in which the tax is to be 
levied or increased who vote on the proposal. 


(f) ‘The legislature is authorized to enact legislation to implement 
the provisions of this amendment, and may provide for exemptions 
from taxation; provided, however, that any statutory exemption ex- 
isting prior to the adoption of this amendment shall not be repealed, 
except by subsequent legislative act, and shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


(g) Wherever any constitutional provision or statute provides for, 
limits or measures the power or authority of any county, municipality or 
other taxing authority to levy taxes, borrow money, or incur indebted- 
ness in relation to the assessment of property therein for state taxes 
or for state and county taxes such provision shall mean as assessed for 
county or municipal taxes as the case may be. 


(h) Any provision of the Constitution of Alabama to the contrary 
notwithstanding, ad valorem taxes shall never exceed 1%% of the fair 
and reasonable market value of the property in any one taxable year. 


(i) The following property shall be exempt from all ad valorem 
taxation: The real and personal property of the state. counties and 
municipalities and property devoted exclusively to religious, educa- 
tional or charitable purposes. 
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Section 2. An election upon the proposed. amendment is ordered 
to be held on the first Tuesday after the expiratiom of three months 
from final adjournment of the current session of the Legislature. The 
election shall be held in accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 
and 285 of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended, and Sections 
17-17-1 through 17-17-6 of the Code of Alabama, 1975. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendment 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation shall 
be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding the 
day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each county of the 
state. In every county in which no newspaper is published, a copy of 
the notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


Section 4. The provisions of the last paragraph of subsection (c) 
of this amendment establishing standards for the determination of the 
fair reasonable market value of property for assessment purposes shall 
not take effect upon approval by a majority of the qualified electors 
voting thereon and upon proclamation by the Governor, but shall, in- 
stead, become effective for the first ad valorem tax year following the 
completion in all counties of this state of the statewide reappraisal of 
property in progress on the date of the adoption of this constitutional 
amendment.

Commencing October 1, 1978, and each fiscal year there- 
after, the net profits of the ABC Board, not earmarked by the Constitu- 
tion, in excess of the net profits in the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1978, will be returned to and apportioned among the cities and counties 
of Alabama which permit the sale of alcoholic beverages. 


Section 3. The ABC Board profits distributed by Section 2 of this 
act, will be apportioned among the eligible counties based on the total 
dollar value of the ABC Stores sales in each county to the total dollar 
value of the ABC Store sales in all counties selling alcoholic beverages 
in ABC stores. Fifty per cent of the profits earmarked for each county 
will be retained by the county, and the other fifty per cent will be dis- 
tributed among the municipalities in the county having the ABC stores 
according to a distribution formula based on each municipality’s volume 
of sales to the other municipalities in the same county with ABC stores.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


You will shortly have before you for consideration the General 
Fund Budget which many departments and agencies say is inadequate 
for needed services during the next fiscal year. In fact, some departments, 
agencies and even branches of State government say they cannot operate 
for the remainder of the current fiscal year without additional funds. 
The Constitution, however, requires that your governor submit to you a 
balanced budget with appropriations not exceeding tax revenues. Unlike 
the Federal government, Alabama cannot spend more than its takes 
in in taxes. 


I remind you of this because there is a growing problem in every 
county, and in most cities, which sooner or later must be fairly and 
boldly faced by the Legislature; and that is the overcrowding of jails 
with State prisoners. The Federal court says we cannot take anymore 
prisoners into the State prisons; and therefore, the only remaining place 
is county or city jails. That space in many cases has run out. The prison 
officials are making every effort to construct additional facilities; but 
even if those currently planned and funded for construction were built 
today, there is inadequate funding to even staff and run them. The 
situation is serious and growing more so. The prisoners themselves 
are not the issue. The issue is the protection and well-being of our 
citizens who will suffer if these prisoners are not behind steel doors. 
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The solution to this problem may be neither easy nor popular. The 
General Fund lacks the monies to meet the need—unless this Legislature 
wishes to amend the budget by transferring additional funds from say the 
courts or Medicaid to the prison system; and this is unreasonable. 


What is needed is additional revenue from other sources, I, there- 
fore, propose that you consider an increase in the coal, oil and gas 
revenue taxes. Representative Hines has introduced a bill which would 
accomplish this on oil and gas by increasing the tax from 4% to 6%. 
This increase would place Alabama’s amount of tax in the middle range 
compared to other states in this region. We are now about the lowest. 


You should also consider an increase in coal severance tax with 
the monies going to the State General Fund such as would be provided 
in the bill being sponsored by Representative Pegues. This type of tax 
would have the least affect upon our taxpayers, as it would be paid 
by those most able to pay, in many cases by foreign countries and out- 
ot-state corporations. This is because Alabama is blessed with large 
reserves of high quality coal, much of which is sold out of this State. 
For example, in 1976 the State Docks handled some 2.67 million tons 
of Alabama metalurgical coal, with Japan being the largest buyer as a 
nation. It is both unfair and unreasonable for our God given natural 
resources to be depleted like this without some benefit coming to this 
State in the way of tax revenues. As an example, Alabama utilities 
buy a great deal of coal from Kentucky, which in 1976 amounted to 
seven million tons, and the State of Kentucky charges the equivalent 
of 65¢ a ton severance tax. Kentucky’s gross revenues from coal severance 
taxes now exceeds one-hundred-million dollars. Surely the State of 
Alabama is entitled to some revenues from our Natural resources. 


These proposals may not be popular to you; but they are right and 
fair. The alternative of having convicted criminals running free on the 
streets is one which we cannot tolerate. I, therefore, urge your serious 
consideration and passage of these proposals to alleviate the crisis in the 
State General Fund.

and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court or a majority of them, to 
give this body their written opinions on the following important con- 
stitutional question which has arisen concerning the pending bill, House 
Bill 645, a copy of which is attached to this resolution and made a part 
hereof by reference: 


Act No. 607, S. 33, 1977 Regular Session (The Alabama Criminal 
Code) was approved May 16, 1977, but will not become effective until 
May, 1978. The pending bill, H. B. 645, proposes to amend Section 9901 
of the Criminal Code by excluding the repealer of Act No. 75, H. 16, 
1945 Regular Session, with the intent that said Act No. 75 should not 
be repealed but should continue in full force and effect. In view of the 
fact that said Act Mo, 75 hae not been effectively repealed and will 
not be so before the end of the current session of the legislature, does 
H. B. 645 violate Section 45 of the Constitution of 1901, specifically the 
clause which reads “. . . no law shal be revised, amended, or the pro- 
visions thereof extended or conferred, by reference to its title only; but 
so much thereof as is revised, amended, extended, or conferred shall be 
re-enacted and published at length.”?

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
government, and for interest on the public debt and for the public schools 
for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1978. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the 
named funds for the 1978-79 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, 
as the amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, 
and are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other 
sections of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures 
are listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown 
by source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appro- 
priated to the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall 
be applicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total’ shall mean the aggregate total of all 
fund sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting 
the needs of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 
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(c) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as lamd or buildings, which 
have an appreciable and calculable period of wsefulness in excess of 
one year, and shall be exepnded only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of 
interest and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2, There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
other functions of government, for the principal and interest on the public 
debt, and for the public schools for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1979, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other 
funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which 
the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor, except as provided in the Budget Mamagement Act of 1976, 
Act No, 494, 1976 Regular Session. Provided, however, that if at the 
end of any fiscal year, a pay period which has been or may be estab- 
lished by the Legislature providing for the payment of salaries of State 
Employees overlaps from one fiscal year into the next fiscal year, pay- 
ment for the total pay period shall be made from the new fiscal year’s 
appropriation.

Section 1, The monies in Section 2 are appropriated from the named 
funds for the 1978-79 fiscal year to the state agency indicated, as the 
amounts to be used to pay the expenditures of the named agencies, and 
are in lieu of all monies appropriated for these purposes in other sections 
of the Alabama Statutes. 


For the purpose of this Act, the amounts herein for expenditures are 
listed by programmatic area and the total for all programs are shown by 
source of funds. It is intended that only the named funds be appropriated 
to the agency concerned; and that the following definitions shall be ap- 
plicable: 


(a) “Appropriation Total” shall mean the aggregate total of all fund 
sources. 


(b) “Program” shall mean specific governmental services required 
to achieve a specific objective. A program shall be directed to meeting 
the needs of an identified clientele, or group of recipients or beneficiaries. 


(ec) “Capital Outlay” shall mean expenditures which result in the 
acquisition and/or addition to items, such as land or buildings, which 
have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one 
year, and shall be expended only for such purposes. 


(d) “Debt Service” shall mean an expenditure for the payment of 
interest and principal on all bonded debt obligations of the State, and 
shall be expended only for such purposes. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
other functions of government, for the principal and interest on the 
public debt, and for the public schools for the fiscal year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1979, to be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from 
such other funds and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof 
as may be necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items 
for which the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount 
provided therefor, except as provided in the Budget Management Act of 
1976, Act No. 494, 1976 Regular Session. Provided, however, that if at

In the event that the amount of funds actually received is more than 
the anticipated grants or entitlements, said funds together with any 
interest, accruals, or reversions accruing after the effective date of this 
Act are hereby appropriated to the State General Fund to pay appro- 
priations herein. In the event that the amount of funds acutally received 
is less than the anticipated grants or entitlements, then each appropria- 
tion shall be reduced on a pro rata basis. 


Section 6. No funds appropriated herein may be expended for rent, 
leases, contracts, or purchases of data processing equipment or services 
or for rent for any office space on any contract, lease, purchase, or agree- 
ment made prior to September 30, 1978 for such items, unless approved 
or reapproved on or after October 1, 1978 by the Director of Finance. 


Section 7. No funds appropriated by this Act shall be used to 
employ attorneys by any department, board, bureau, commission or 
agency of State Government who are not subject to the State Merit 
System Law unless such appointment shall be approved by the Gov- 
ernor. 


Section 8. All State departments, commissions, bureaus, and agency 
directors or chief administrative officers except the Governor and the 
Director of Finance shall file with the Governor written quarterly re- 
ports which outline fund allocations and expenditures of their respective 
departments, commissions, bureaus, and agencies. These reports shall 
be made by the 15th day of the month following the completion of each 
quarter in the fiscal year.

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and the Ways and Means Committee, Any other agency of government 
or other group or entity not a part of State Government that receives 
state appropriations under this section shall file the reports required 
of State egencies under this section.

SUBSTITUTE OFFERED

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for protection from civil liability to school districts, 
members of the governing boards of school districts, their employees, the 
State Board of Education, members of the State Board of Education, and 
institutions under the control of the State Board of Education and the 
employees of said institutions, to establish a public school insurance 
fund administered by a board of control; to provide for the selection 
and duties of the board of control; to provide for a program of self- 
insurance; to provide for the construction of this Act; and to make an 
appropriation. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this Act a public school insurance fund to provide insurance 
protection from civil liability to school districts, members of the gov- 
erning boards of school districts, their employees, the State Board of 
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Education, members of the State Board of Education, and institutions 
under the control of the State Board of Education and the employees 
of said institutions, as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2, (a) The general administration and responsibility for 
the proper operation of the public school insurance fund and for the 
implementation of the provisions of this Act are hereby vested in a 
board of trustees which shall be known as the board of control and 
shall be organized by July 1 following final passage of this Act. 


(b) The board of control shall consist of five (5) members as fol- 
lows: 


1) The state superintendent of education, ex officio, who shall be 
chairman. 


2) The state superintendent of insurance, ex officio. 


3) One member who is a member of a local city or county board 
of education, appointed for a term of three years by the Alabama Asso- 
ciation of School Boards. 


4) One member who shall be a public school superintendent in 
Alabama, appointed for a term of two years, by the Alabama Associa- 
tion of School Administrators. 


5) One member who shall be a public school principal, appointed 
for a term of one year by the Alabama Council for School Administra- 
tion and Supervision. 


(c) The terms of office of the members shall commence on July 1 
following the final passage of this Act. Terms of office for appointed 
members shall run for the duration specified herein. Thereafter, ap- 
pointed members shall serve terms of three (3) years. Ex officio mem- 
bers shall serve so long as they hold theeir primary Office. 


(d) In the event of a vacancy prior to the expiration of a term, 
the appointing authority shall appoint a replacement within 60 days, 
consistent with the provisions of the Act. 


(e) The members shall serve without compensation for their serv- 
ices on the board, but shall be reimbursed for their necessary and proper 
expenses in the service of the board. 


Section 3. It shall be the power and duty of the board of control to: 


(a) Establish and administer a program of self-insurance to cover 
the civil liabilities of public school districts, members of their governing 
boards, their employees, the State Board of Education, members of the 
State Board of Education, and institutions under the control of the State 
Board of Education and the employees of said institutions. Such pro- 
gram shall be developed and administered in accordance with recognized 
and established insurance practices, 


(b) Employ such staff as it deems necessary to properly administer 
the program. 


(c) Establish and from time to time modify the premium rates 
to be charged for the various risks and plans. 


(d) Promulgate the form for insurance policies and other forms re- 
quired for implementing the purposes of this Act. 


Section 4. (a) The board of control, as insurer, shall in considera- 
tion of the payment of the premium and subject to all of the terms, 
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conditions and limitations of the policy, provide insurance coverage for 
the assureds during the policy period against any claim or claims made 
against them, individually or collectively, for a wrongful act occuring 
during the policy period. It is the intent of this Act to direct the insurer 
to pay on behalf of and in accordance with the terms of the policy, the 
assureds, or any of them, their executors, administrators or assigns, for 
all loss which the said assureds or any of them shall become legally 
obligated to pay, including reasonable cost of defense. 


(b) Wrongful Act shall mean: 


1) Any actual or alleged errors or misstatements or misleading 
statements or act or omission or neglect or breach of duty by the as- 
sureds in the discharge of their duties, individually or collectively, or 
any matter claimed against them solely by reason of their having been 
assureds during this policy period. 


2) Any actual or alleged claim for money damages which any per- 
son is legally entitled to recover as damages caused by bodily injury 
or property damages caused by a negligent act or omission committed 
by the assureds within the scope of their authority or employment under 
circumstances where the assureds would be liable for such damages. 


Wrongful Act shall include any actual or alleged claim for money 
damages which any person is legally entitled to recover as damages for 
injury resulting from an act or omission where the act or ommission was 
the result of the exercise of the discretion vested in the assured, whether 
or not such discretion is abused. 


Wrongful Act shall include, but shall in no way be limited to, any 
claim for damages for the administration of corporal punishment. 


(c) Loss shall mean any amount the assureds are legally obligated 
to pay or for which the school district or other institution may be re- 
quired or permitted to pay as indemnity to an assured, for a claim or 
claims made against the assureds for a Wrongful Act and shall include 
but not be limited to damages, judgments, settlements and costs, cost of 
investigation and defense of legal actions (excluding from such costs of 
investigation and defense salaries of officiers and employees of the 
school district or any other governmental entity), claims or proceedings 
and appeals therefrom, costs of attachment or similar bonds, provided, 
however, such subject of loss shall not include fines imposed by law. 


(d) The board of control may also develop plans covering liability 
risks associated with the transporting of pupils. Such coverage may be 
extended to include personal liability of bus drivers and other employees 
engaged in transporting pupils or other school personnel. 


Section 5. Assureds shall mean: 


The school board, all elected or appointed members of the board 
of education, including all persons who were, now are, or shall be mem- 
bers of the board of education, the school district and all persons who 
were, now are, or shall be employed by the school district in any capacity, 
the State Board of Education, all elected or appointed members of the 
State Board of Education including all persons who were, now are, or 
shall be members of the board of education, and institutions under the 
control of the State Board of Education. 


Administrative employees shall include the superintendent, deputy 
superintendent, associate superintendent, assistant superintendent, super- 
visor, director, coordinator, manager, principal, assistant principal, 
president, assistant or vice president, dean, and any other employee of 
the school district or other institution whose job responsibilities fall in 
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the general area of administration and who spend less than one-half 
of their professional time engaged in classroom responsibility. 


Coverage under the provisions of any plan of insurance offered 
under the provisions of this Act shall be at the option required of the 
school district. 


Section 6. This statute is not intended and shal] not be construed 
to subject any school board, school board members, school district, other 
institution, or employee of any school district or institution to liability 
for tort claims where liability therefor does not already exist by law. 
This statute is not intended and shall not be construed to authorize any 
school district or employee of any school district or any member of the 
governing board of any school district or other institution to be sued 
where such authorization does not already exist by law. 


Section 7. The board of control shall be authorized to reinsure, 
upon terms which the board deems most advantageous, Such reinsurance 
shall be purchased in keeping with recognized principles of good risk 
management to assure solvency of the fund. 


Section 8. The provisions of this Act shall not be deemed and shall 
not be construed to expand monetary limits payable on claims and 
judgments based on tort liability filed or obtained against governmental 
entities as established by Act 673, S. 166, Regular Session 1977, or where 
otherwise prescribed by law. 


Section 9. All school districts of this state, the State Board of Edu- 
cation and institutions under its control shall have authority and may 
one pure funds to participate in the insurance fund established 

y this Act. 


Section 10, There is hereby appropriated the amount of $1,150,000 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1978, and the amount of 
$1,000,000 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1979, to implement 
the provisions of this Act. 


Section 11, The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 12, The provisions of this Act are supplemental and shall 
ae construed to amend or repeal any law not in direct conflict here- 
with. 


Section 13, This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

ing fees, tolls, rents and other charges for the use of any parking facility; 
to make and enforce rules and regulations governing the use of any 
parking facilities owned or operated by the town or city and to execute 
such contracts and other instruments and to take such other action as 
the governing body of the town or city may deem necessary or con- 
venient in connection with parking facilities.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. There is hereby appropriated, for the support of public 
education in Alabama for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1979 and 
for the public debt, to be paid out of funds specified in subsection (a) 
of Section 2 of this Act, the amounts specified in Sections 3 to 7, in- 
clusive. For the purpose specified in subsection (b) of Section 2 of this 
Act, amounts are shown by programmatic area and the total for all pro- 
grams are shown so as to include estimated sources of funds other than 
the appropriation made in subsection (a) of Section 2 of this Act. For 
the purpose of this Act, the following definitions shall be applicable: (a) 
“Capital Outlay” shall include all expenditures for the purchase of land, 
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buildings, and renovations; (b) “Equipment-Other than Automotive” 
shall mean those items of office equipment, and other equipment which 
have an appreciable and calculable period of usefulmess in excess of one 
year; (c) “Automotive Equipment’ shall mean those items of motor 
vehicle equipment only and the money appropriated therefore shall be 
expended only for such purposes. The amounts herein appropriated for 
“equipment purchases” and “automotive equipment purchases” shall be 
decreased by the amount of the sale, trade-in or exchange of the items 
of equipment purchases and automotive equipment purchases as described 
in Section 1 (b) and (c) hereof; (d) “ASETF” shall mean Alabama Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund. 


Section 2. (a) The appropriations provided for in this Act shall be 
paid from funds in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama

The Minimum Program Fund, which in accordance with the statutes 
and regulations of the State Board of Education relating to the ex- 
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penditure of such funds, shall be used for providing a minimum term 
and for the equalization of educational opportunity in the public schools 
of the State. Provided further, that in no case shall a term of less than 
nine months in tax districts be approved, except that the State Board of 
Education, upon the recommendation of the State Superintendent of 
Education shall be authorized to make full allotments of funds to any 
school system for the time actually taught, if in the judgement of the 
State Superintendent of Education and the State Board of Education 
unusual conditions beyond the control of the local Board of Education 
in any school are such as to prevent the operation of that school for the 
required nine months minimum term; provided further, that the amount 
herein appropriated for the Minimum Program Fund shall include all 
monies earmarked for public school teachers’ salaries as provided in the 
Income Tax amendment ratified on the 26th day of August, 1947. The 
Minimum Program Fund shall also include any other appropriations of 
funds either State or Federal which may be designated by the Legis- 
lature as a part of the Minimum Program Fund. 


(bb) Of the total teacher units provided for exceptional children, 
twenty-five (25) may be used in early education programs for ex- 
ceptional children and twenty-five (25) may be used in regional multi- 
systems, and/or state-wide programs for exceptional children. In addi- 
tion to the regular units allocated in the Minimum Program, the same 
number of teacher units as provided for the school year 1977-78, six 
hundred fifty (650) are provided for the reduction of the class size in 
grades 1-6. The Alabama Education Study Commission and the State 
Department of Education shall have the authority to insure that the in- 
tent of the Legislature is implemented. 


All special education units other than the early childhood and multi- 
systems units, and units to reduce the number of pupils in grades 1-6 
shall be allocated to local school systems on the basis of enrollment. 
Units earned by a system on this basis which are not used by such 
system may not be reallocated to other systems except those units 
necessary to guarantee school systems not less than the number of units 
allocated to them during the 1977-78 school year. In addition to the 
three thousand two hundred fifty (3,250) special units now provided 
through the minimum program, there is hereby provided the sum of 25 
million, five hundred and fifty thousand dollars ($25,550,000) to be used 
in the area of special education. The funds to provide for this program 
are included under the programmatic appropriations of Section 20 (aa) 
Minimum Program and the wording in this section (bb) is for explana- 
tion purposes only and is not intended to be construed to be a second 
funding. Of the $25,550.000 for Special Education, $1,037,733 shall be ear- 
marked for Vocational Education for the Handicapped to meet matching 
requirements of Federal legislation (P.L. 94-482). The remaining funds 
of this category shall be allocated by the State Board of Education on a 
formula developed by the State Superintendent of Education and his 
staff. Each local board of education shall submit a proposal to the State 
Superintendent of Education for the use of funds allocated to its system 
which must be approved by the State Superintendent of Education before 
such funds are disbursed. The proposals may include, but are not limited 
to, any or all of the following: (1) Additional teachers, (2) Teacher 
Aides, (3) Materials, supplies and instructional equipment, (4) Modifi- 
cations and renovations of buildings (including eliminations of archi- 
tectural barriers). 


Job descriptions and qualifications of teacher aides shall be de- 
termined by the State Superintendent of Education. Also, none of the 
teacher unit positions may be filled by teachers not certified as qualified 
Special Education teachers. 
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The State Superintendent, through his staff, slhall monitor programs 
to assure that the purposes for which these fumds are provided are 
carried out on the approved plan. 


In addition to the above appropriation to exceptional children there 
is hereby appropriated $5,000,000 which is conditional upon the condition 
of the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund and upon approval of the 
Governor. 


Three hundred eighty (380) additional kindergarten units are here- 
with provided for the phasing in of the kindergarten program during 
the specified fiscal year and shall be dispersed with the kindergarten 
teacher units being at least equal to the amount received by the re- 
spective local school boards during the preceeding fiscal year. In ad- 
dition thereto, all local school boards shall receive all kindergarten 
teacher units now supplied by federal funds of these programs continue 
to be federally funded, 


(cc) Two hundred and fifty dollars ($250) per teacher unit for grades 
K-6 and three hundred dollars ($300) per teacher unit for grades 7-12 
is herein above appropriated to the State Board of Education for all 
teachers employed (except ESEA Title I, Title ITI and Title IV teachers 
and ESAA teachers) and shall be allocated to each county and city board 
of education for the purchase of instructional supplies, materials, and 
equipment, excluding furniture and fixtures. From the funds provided 
herein above, each local county and city board of education shall al- 
locate to the schools in their respective systems and amount based on 
$250 or $300 for each teacher unit assigned to each school. With each 
faculty member being given an opportunity for input, the faculty and 
principal shall cooperatively develop a budget for instructional supplies 
and materials, by majority vote, approve a budget for the school. At 
least one-half of this amount shall be available for each teacher for 
materials and supplies for that teacher’s students; provided, however, any 
teacher may sign a waiver releasing said funds for joint purchases within 
the school. No board of education shall withhold from any school any 
funds to which they are entitled under the provisions of this Act. Based 
on this budget, the faculty shall submit to the superintendent the amount 
to be allotted to each teacher to be spent for agreed upon items and other 
amounts to be used for the common good of all for the operation of the 
instructional program within the school. The local school board shall 
issue requisitions for purchases from these funds and shall issue purchase 
orders and handle all financial transactions in compliance with this 
section. It is the intent of the legislature that no fees shall be collected 
in the future in courses required for graduation. In courses not required 
for graduation, local schools boards may set reasonable fees for courses 
requiring laboratory and shop materials and equipment; provided, how- 
ever, such fees shall be waived for students who cannot afford to pay the 
fees. Any funds collected in fees shall be spent on the course for which 
the fee was levied. This section shall not be construed to prohibit com- 
munity groups or clubs from fund raising activities; provided, however, 
that students shall not be required to participate in such fund raising 
activities. Any funds provided herein not expended during the fiscal 
year shall revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(dd) It is provided that in addition to all units earned by the local 
school system under the Minimum program Fund calculation one (1) 
extra unit or fraction thereof shall be awarded for each aggregate of 
fifteen (15) units fraction thereof earned in said Minimum Program 
Fund calculation on regular untis. The local school system shall assign 
to each school within the system at least the number of teacher units 
earned by that school using the Minimum Program Fund calculation and 
the additional units earned through the one (1) to fifteen (15) ratio as 
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set forth herein. No school system may reduce the amount of money ex- 
pended from local funds for teaclners during the school year 1977-78 except 
in instances where all schools within the system are accredited or 
have met every requirement of accreditation with respect to teacher/ 
pupil ratios or that where there Jhas been a decrease in school population 
to justify such reduction. The local school system shall furnish the State 
Department of Education and the Education Study Commission such 
information as may be necessary to determine that the provisions of this 
section have been implemented. These agencies shall jointly report to 
the State Board of Education the implementation of the above provisions 
by December 31, 1978 and to the Legislature by the first legislative day 
of the next regular session. 


(ee) The appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Program 
Fund provides for two (2) days personal leave at $17.00 per teacher unit 
for each teacher employed (except ESEA Title I, Title III and Title IV 
teachers and ESAA teachers) to be granted upon request of the teacher 
and administered by the State Board of Education and by local school 
boards under procedures governing sick leave for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1979. 


(ff) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro- 
gram, there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per teacher, administrative, 
or supervisory unit as located under the Minimum Program, Vocational 
Education Program and any other units paid from State or local funds 
to provide hospital-medical insurance assistance. No portion of the 
funds herein appropriated for employee hospital-medical insurance may 
be used to pay premiums for any group insurance policy that is available 
only to members of any private organization. 


Provided, further, that any professional employee eligible for hos- 
pital-medical assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits 
because of their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other 
than those selected under this Act, be protected from such coordination of 
benefits to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama Depart- 
ment of Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to provide 
hospital-medical insurance assistance to those qualified professional em- 
ployees in the amount set forth in this appropriation and such insurance 
coverage not to be subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating professional em- 
ployees selecting the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital-medical 
insurance in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall 
revert to the Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(gg) Of the appropriation hereinabove made to the Minimum Pro- 
gram there is hereby appropriated the sum of two hundred forty-seven 
dollars and twenty cents ($247.20) per annum per full-time support 
person (defined in sub-section ii) employed by any local board of educa- 
tion or by any school under the local board’s jurisdiction to provide hos- 
pital-medical insurance assistance, provided however that only adult 
school bus drivers are included and coverage is not included for student 
school bus drivers. 


Provided, further, that any employee eligible for hospital-medical 
assistance who may be subject to coordination of benefits because of 
their coverage for hospital-medical assistance by carrier other than those 
selected under this Act, be protected from such coordination of benefits 
to the extent provided by regulation No. 56 of Alabama Department of 
Insurance. It being the intent of this appropriation to provide hospital- 
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medical insurance assistance to those qualified employees in the amount 
set forth in this appropriation and such insurance coverage not to be 
subject to coordination of benefits. 


The funds hereinabove shall be made available to local boards of 
education with a majority of the local participating support personnel 
selecting the plan (s) and the carrier (s) of the hospital-medical insurance 
in that system. Any funds not used in the fiscal year shall revert to the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. 


(hh) In allocating the funds in sub-section (a) the State Board of 
Education shall allot as follows: 


The amount necessary for the payment of Board of Adjustment 
awards in accordance with the Minimum Program statutes and regula- 
tions. 


For “Other Current Expenses” a sum not to exceed $2,204.75 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Principal Supplement the sum shall not exceed $100.00 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


For Capital Improvements the sum shall not exceed $64.87 for each 
earned teacher unit. 


Sick leave days shall be paid at the rate of not more than $17.00 
per day. The salary allotment shall be made in accordance with the 
schedule set out hereinabove. 


The above appropriation contained in sub-section (a) Local Boards 
shall include an allotment for transportation in accordance with the 
formula adopted by the State Board of Education for the distribution of 
the funds to be used for transportation purposes but shall not exceed 
the sum of $38,066,490.00. 


The appropriation hereinabove set out for the fiscal year 1978-79 is 
based on 31,736 teacher units. 


It is provided in the event there are more than 31,736 earned teacher 
units for the fiscal year 1978-79, then such amounts as are necessary to 
pay for these excess teacher units is hereby appropriated. 


It is further provided that in the event that there be less earned 
teacher units than those set out above than the amount that would have 
been necessary to pay for these earned teacher units shall not be al- 
lotted or paid. The appropriations hereinabove made for maintenance is 
to be allocated for repairs and renovation of the various school systems 
based on an earned teacher unit basis. 


(ii) It_is provided that from the appropriation hereinabove made 
the State Board of Education shall provide beginning with the fiscal 
year ending September 30, 1979, that in addition to all salary now re- 
ceived and all local increments due, all teachers under the Minimum 
Program shall receive salary increases as follows: 


Teachers holding Rank “AA” certificates not less than one thousand 
three hundred sixty dollars ($1,360) per annum; Rank I teachers not less 
than one thousand two hundred forty-five dollars ($1,245) per annum; 
Rank II teachers not less than one thousand one hundred thirty dollars 
($1,130) per annum; Rank III teachers not less than one thousand fifteen 
dollars ($1,015) per annum; Rank IV teachers not less than nine hundred 
dollars ($900) per annum. These increases are for teachers with one 
hundred eighty-day contracts. Additional pro rata salary increases shall 
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be granted for teachers whose contracts extend beyond one hundred 
eighty days. All teachers employed from funds other than the Minimum 
Program shall receive equal compensation based upon the rank of cer- 
tificate. Any county or city board of education failing to comply herewith 
shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program. 


In addition to all salary mow received and all local increments due 
for the 1978-79 school year, all full-time employees of city and county 
boards of education and all full-time employees in the school under their 
jurisdiction with the exception of those persons listed on the official 
Teachers’ Institute List shall receive a salary increase of not less than 
five hundred dollars ($500) per annum for nine months employment. 


Personnel employed for more than nine months shall receive addi- 
tional pro rata increases. Full-time support personnel shall be defined as 
those support personnel workin g at least six hours per day. Those support 
personnel working less than six hours per day shall receive pro rata 
increases based on the number of hours worked per day. All adult school 
bus drivers shall receive a salary increase of not less than five hundred 
dollars ($500) per annum and all student school bus drivers shall receive 
a salary increase of not less than three hundred dollars ($300) per 
annum and any county or city board of education failing to comply 
herewith shall not be entitled to share in the Minimum Program Fund. 


Each local board of education shall have the following options as to 
how the salary increases shall be distributed: 


1) Across the currently used pay periods for the school year or 
2) Across the summer months payable in equal installments.

S. 356. To amend Section 40-23-35, Code of Alabama 1975, so as 
to provide for the distribution of the proceeds from the four percent 
(4%) sales tax; to provide that the distribution rate to the State De- 
partment of Pensions and Security for the administration of the Food 
Stamp Act of 1964, Public Law 88-525, 88th Congress, and amendments 
enacted thereto, shall be five percent (5%) of the value of the coupons 
issued statewide in excess of the amount paid by recipients (bonus or 
free stamps) during the immediate prior fiscal quarter; to regulate 
staffing on a county level; to change the Food Stamp program from a 
county/state operation to a state administered program; and to make 
the provisions retroactively effective to January 1, 1978.
